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PREFACE. 


This volume contains transcripts or abstracts of four 

collections of pre-Reformation deeds relating to Newcastle upon 
Tyne, namely: (1) deeds of the Hospital of the Virgin Mary 
of Westgate enrolled in the Liber Car tarum of the Newcastle 
Corporation (2) deeds of the Tyne Bridge enrolled in the same 
book (3) a calendar of deeds in the possession of University 
College, Oxford, relating to lands and rents in Newcastle 

formerly belonging to the College, and (4) a calendar of deeds 
relating to Newcastle in the Treasury of the Dean and Chapter 
of Durham. There are added abstracts of a few deeds ancillary 
to collections 1 and 2. 

The Liber Cartarum. 

2. The Liber Cartarum is a leather bound book 15 inches by 
11 inches, containing sixty-seven parchment leaves, in which 
there have been enrolled at various times a number of miscel¬ 
laneous documents. It is one of the few muniments of the 
corporation of Newcastle upon Tyne which escaped destruction 
by the Scots in 1644. It was apparently rebound in the 
eighteenth century as the water mark on the fly leaves is one 
which was in use from 1722 to 1770. The following is a list 
of its contents :—

July, 1234, granting the liberty that no Jew shall reside in the 
Town. The original of this charter is lost, and no enrolment of 
it, other than this, is known.

Charter of Henry III to the good men of Newcastle, also 
dated 2 July, 1234. ( C artae Antiquae, Roll 1, 18; printed in 
Brand, ii, p. 139, note h, where the names of some of the 
witnesses are omitted.)

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In Bourne’s History of Newcastle theie are numerous extracts 
from, and references to, the Liber Cartarum, but tiiese contain 
such strange errors 1 that it seems probable that Bourne, working 
under the diiiicult and discouraging conditions which he describes 
in his Preface, did not himself see the book, and used notes made 
by some other person. Brand never saw the Liber Cartarum, 
but incorporated Bourne’s notes from it in his History. 

The Virgin Mary Hospital deeds Nos. 1-67 enrolled in the 
volume are apparently in a handwriting of late fourteenth 
century character. The Tyne Bridge deeds were enrolled alter, 
but not long after, 1416. 2 

Deeds of University College, Oxford. 

The deeds of University College (pp. 134-168) relate to lands 
and rents in Newcastle given by Mistress Alice Bellasis to the 
Master and Scholars of University College in the year 1447 in 
consideration of masses to be said by the Master and Scholars 
for the said Alice and for her soul after her death and for the 
souls of her kinsfolk. 3 The Master and Scholars also in the 
year 1451 gave to Mistress Bellasis a yearly rent of eight marks 
and ten shillings for her life, charged upon their manor of 
Rothyng Margareta (Margaret Boding) in the County of Essex. 4

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The deeds with the exception of Nos. 229, 280 and 291 are 
preserved in the Treasury of the College and are accompanied 
by a Roll (p. fasc. 17) on which forty-four of the deeds are 
enrolled, and from which the three missing deeds above mentioned 
have been copied. The Roll bears the following endorsement in 
the handwriting of the Rev. William Smith 5 :— 

“ A Roll of Copys of severall of the deeds of tenements and 
quit rents in Newcastle upon Tyne. Note that without regard 
to the transcript Dr. Todd caused them to be all copyd over 
again, but without any regard to their date or to the tenements 
to which they relate, which in a great measure renders both 
this copy and that of Dr. Todd useless. W. Smith, May 2, 
1705.” 

During his residence at Oxford Mr. Smith made copies of 
all the muniments of the College. In a letter dated 10th May, 
1709 to Ralph Thoresby he says “As to the deeds charters and 
other papers kept in the College Treasury I have either entirely 
copied them at large, or made abstracts of them; not the least 
scrip of parchment or paper omitted.” 6 In “ The Annals of 
University College ” (Preface pp. xvii-xxi) he describes the sad 
condition in which he found the muniments of the College. He 
lent his copies of the Newcastle deeds to the Reverend Henry 
Bourne when the latter was writing his History of Newcastle 7 
but the manuscript was scarcely used by Bourne, and there 
appear to be but three references to it, on pages, 47, 88 and 187 of 
the History. The present whereabouts of this manuscript is not 
known; it is not among the 27 volumes of Smith’s manuscripts 
which George Allan of Darlington gave to the London Society of 
Antiquaries. 

The collection contains the family title deeds of the de 
Pampedens and their successors from the first half of the 
thirteenth to the middle of the fifteenth century which are here 
arranged in chronological order.

to Hearne’s Vindication of the Jurors, ed. Bilson, 1731). The second, 
published the following year was entitled “ Literee de Re Nummaria ” 
(Gentleman’s Magazine. i853, ii, p. 163).

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Durham Treasury Deeds. 

The deeds of the Dean and Chapter of Durham (pp. 169-199) 
relate to several properties in Newcastle. Copies or abstracts 
of some of them have already appeared in various publications, 
such as the histories of Bourne and Welford, Collectanea 
Topographica et Genealogica, Feodarium Prioratus Dunelmensis 
and Archceologia JFliana, but they have for the most part been 
hitherto dealt with in haphazard fashion. They are now 
calendared in topographical and chronological order. Three of 
them relate to land of the Hospital of S. Mary of Westgate, and 
have been placed in their appropriate position. 8 

Barony Lands in Newcastle. 

There were considerable areas of land on the west of the 
ancient borough of Newcastle which were described as “in the 
barony of Baliol ” and “ in the barony of Bolbec.” References 
to these barony lands are to be found in many printed records 
besides those in this volume, the references to the Baliol lands 
being the more numerous. 

The lands did not form separate manors or vills; if this 
had been the case their names would have been found in some 
at least of the numerous documents in which the lands are 
mentioned, nor are they included in any extent or inquisition 
relating to the baronies of which they formed part. The earliest 
notice which we have of the Baliol lands is a deed dating from 
about 1200, witnessed by (inter alios) Daniel son of Nicholas, who 
was then probably reeve of the town. 9 The earliest reference 
to the Bolbec lands is contained in Robert de Heddon’s charter, 
granted between 1178 and 1187, to which Gerard the reeve was 
a witness. 10 Thereafter there are deeds conveying lands or 
interests in lands in the baronies, executed in the Town Court 
in the manner usual for conveyances of land in the borough. 

In 1266 a rentcharge is said to be in the Baliol barony in 
Newcastle, 11 and a few years earlier a house is described as 
being in the barony of Sir John de Baliol appurtenant to the 
town. 12 In 1308 land in the same barony was conveyed with 
acknowledgment by a married woman between the four benches 
of the Town Court in accordance with the special custom of the 
town. 13 

The grant by Henry III to the burgesses of Newcastle, in 
1252, of the right to elect their own coroner 14 seems to have

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occasioned a dispute as to whether the jurisdiction of the sheriff 
and coroner of the county had ceased in the barony lands. 
At the assizes in 1279 the jurors presented that the burgesses 
of Newcastle appropriated to themselves the office of coroner in 
the baronies of De la Val, Bolbec and Baliol, and did not permit 
the sheriff to perform his office in the said baronies. 15 Two 
years before this a presentment had been made that the mayor 
and bailiffs of Newcastle had made distress and attachments 
in the suburb of the town as well in baronies as serjeanties and 
had for twenty years or more done the same. 16 No record of 
action taken on these presentments has been found, but they show 
clearly that the burgesses at that time were exercising jurisdiction 
in the baronies as part of the borough. The evidence at our 
disposal supports the view that the lands formed part of the 
borough as early as the twelfth century, and had most probably 
done so from the time when William II granted the Bywell 
barony to Guy de Baliol, and Henry I granted the Styford 
barony to Walter de Bolbec. 17 Whether prior to that time the 
same lands were under the lordship of the owners of those two 
great estates 18 is a matter of conjecture. 

Castle-Ward Lands. 

Among the deeds enrolled in the Chartulary of S. Mary of 
Westgate are the following twelfth century grants of land in 
Newcastle made by tenants in chief in the county who owed 
knight service and service of Castle-ward at the castle :— 

(i) A grant by Hugh de Ellington and Alice de Grenville 
his wife to the Hospital of S. Mary, of land in Westgate, 
reserving stabling for the grantors and their heirs. 19 

(ii) A grant by Mabel de Grenville and Ralph de Caugy 
her son to the Hospital, of land belonging to their stable 
at Newcastle, in Westgate, reserving stabling for their horses 
when they should be in ward at the castle. 20 

(iii) A grant by Richard Bertram to the Knights 
Templars, of land in Newcastle, reserving sufficient land for

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the use of the grantor and his heirs for the accommodation

of horses when he should come to keep ward in the King’s 
castle. 1 

(iv) A grant by Robert de Carew to the burgesses of the 
town of his land in Newcastle, on condition that he should 
have accommodation for his horses whenever he should do 
ward in the King’s castle. 2 

It is clear that these stable lands were held as integral parts 
of fiefs owing military service of castle-ward at Newcastle. One 
other instance of such a holding is found in grants made in the 
reign of Henry II by Richard de Canvill and Walter fitz 
William to Robert de Insula, of the manor of Gosforth (which 
was held by service of fifteen days castle-ward) together with the 
land of the stable in Newcastle. 3 

Serjeanty and Thegnage Lands. 

There is evidence also of lands in the town which formed 
part of estates in the county not held by Knight service. Land 
on the Sandhill was part of the holding of Matfen and Nafferton 
to which the service of coroner for South Northumberland was 
attached. This land, though subject to a burgage rent, was held 
by serjeanty, and was subject to the conditions of that tenure, 
for it was arrented in 1248 with the rest of the serjeanty. 4 

One other instance may be cited from another source, in 
connection with the three-vill thegnage holding of Seaton. Whitley 
and Seghill, the conditions of tenure of which bear manifest 
evidence of pre-conquest origin. Between the years 1106 and 
1116 King Henry I granted or confirmed Graffard's lands and 
services to Richard de Albini, abbot of S. Albans, “ that is to 
say Seaton, Whitley and Seghill, and a toft in Newcastle.” 5

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A few years later Abbot Richard’s successor, Geoffrey de Gorham, 
confirmed Seghill to Walter Graffard as his father had held it 
in the time of the abbot’s predecessors, by a charter which sets 
out the services due, among which are riding services of an 
earlier age. 6 

Graffard’s toft and the Coroner’s houses in the borough seem 
to have been ‘ contributed ’ burgages of pre-Conquest origin, 
carrying with them in the eleventh century a liability to contri¬ 
bute to the defence of the town, though after the Conquest 
Graffard’s land, in common with other lands of Tynemouth 
monastery, would share in the exemption from castle-work at 
Newcastle which was granted by William II and Henry I. 7 

With regard to the stables of the castle-ward tenants the 
position is not so clear. These lands either represented contri¬ 
buted burgages of an earlier borough constitution, or they were 
the subject of new royal grants at the time of the institution of 
castle-ward in the new castle. The latter supposition seems the 
more probable. The position of the Gosforth stable cannot be 
located, but the other three of which we have evidence (Grenville, 
Bertram and Carew) appear all to have been situated near the 
western side of the castle enclosure. This circumstance suggests 
the probability that land for stabling was provided for all the 
castle-ward tenants in a situation conveniently adjacent to the 
castle, at the time when the service of castle-ward was instituted. 8 

A consideration of such evidences as are available points to 
the conclusion that although the building of the new Castle and 
the establishment of castle-ward may have occasioned considerable 
changes in the organization of the borough, the Norman 
military system was superimposed upon an older borough 
constitution which was not wholly abolished.

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Customs. 

The deeds in this volume illustrate several of the customs of 
the town. The customs of Newcastle, as they existed in the reign 
of Henry I., are set out in a record of the time of Henry II., 
and are said to have been applied by King David of Scotland 
to Edinburgh, Stirling, Roxburgh and Berwick. 1 In England 
the Newcastle customs were granted in the twelfth century by 
Adam de Brus to the borough of Hartlepool, 2 and by Bishop 
Puiset to Wearmouth 3 and Gateshead. 4 

After the custumal of the twelfth century was made other 
customs were granted to the town by charter, as, for example, 
the grant by King John in 1216 of certain of the customs of 
Winchester, 5 while others gained recognition and became customs 
by prescription, but no later collection of customs of the town 
is known, nor, probably, was any such collection ever made. 

Year and Day. 

It was a custom of Newcastle that whosoever should hold land 
in the borough for a year and a day lawfully (juste) without 
claim, the claimant being within the Kingdom, should not Ire 
liable to answer the claimant; but if the claimant were a child 
not being of age to plead, the holder of the land should l>e bound 
to answer him. 6 

With regard to this and other analogous ‘ year and day ’ 
customs Professor F. W. Maitland says “ the Newcastle custom 
requires that the possessor shall possess ‘ juste,’ the Lincoln, 
Nottingham and Derby customs suppose that he has come to his 
possession by purchase ; the Scottish custom supposes that he has 
come to his possession by purchase duly perfected in the presence 
of twelve of his neighbours. Having regard to the common law 
and to the practice prevalent in the boroughs of conveying tene-

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ments in the borough courts, we should not, I think, be 
unwarranted in believing that a conveyance so perfected was or 
had been a condition requisite to start the term of limitation 
the lapse of which would bar all claims adverse to the possessor. 
In that case the conveyance before the borough court would be 
the counterpart of the fine levied in the King’s court.” 7 

This interpretation appears to be borne out by the Newcastle 
evidence, for by far Ihe greater number of early deeds known to 
us, conveying land in the town, were executed in the Town Court. 


Deeds Executed in the Town Court. 

In some cases deeds are expressed to be made in the court, or 
in the full court, of the town, or in full gild, 8 though where the 
fact is not stated in the deed, the witnessing thereof by the mayor 
and bailiffs is evidence that one or other of these formalities was 
observed. Prior to the establishment of the mayoralty the 
evidence as to execution in Court is not so clear ; but it may 
safely be inferred in many cases, from the recurrence of the 
names of witnesses, that they were members of the governing body 
of the town assembled in Court. For example, of five twelfth 
century deeds, nos. 13, 45, 48, 52 and 58, four are witnessed 
by the reeve, four by Nicholas son of Hutred, who was in all 
probability the father of Daniel son of Nicholas, the first mayor 
of Newcastle, and four by Hugh the clerk, who may be identified 
as the clerk of the Town Court. 9 

The formalities of the assurance were carried out in full court, 
the poverty of the grantor or other special circumstance compelling 
or justifying a sale was there proved or alleged in cases where 
such a course was necessary or desirable, and, being recited in 
the deed, became a matter of record which could be proved in 
subsequent proceedings by mere production of the deed, 10 the 
parties affixed their seals between the four benches of the court, 11

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the solemnity of laying hands on the Holy Gospels was observed, 12 
title deeds were delivered up in court to the grantee, 13 the deed 
was witnessed by the mayor, bailiffs and other burgesses present 
in court, and the common seal of the town was in many cases 
affixed to the deed,, though not always expressed so to be. 14 

The method of transfer varied. In some cases it was effected 
by fine in proceedings begun by the King’s writ of right patent. 15 
The earliest example which we have of this is in the year 1233. 16 
The burgesses claimed the right to hold pleas of land in the town 
without the king’s writ, 17 and the grant confirmed by deed No. 
251 seems to be an example of a transfer effected by fine in the 
Town Court in proceedings begun without such writ. The most 
usual method of transfer, however, was a conveyance in court 
without writ, and such a conveyance was deemed to be in the 
nature of a fine.

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Acknowledgment between the Four Benches. 

The practice of executing deeds in the Town Court became 
obsolete in the fifteenth century, though, in the case of assurances 
by married women, their acknowledgment of the deed of con¬ 
veyance by oath made between the four benches of the Court 
continued to be a necessary procedure (unless a fine was levied 
in the King’s Court) to release their claims and the claims of 
their heirs in respect of their lands of inheritance. 18 

Similar customs prevailed in other towns, as, for example, 
Winchester 19 and Nottingham, 20 and in Gateshead, which had 
the customs of Newcastle. 21 

Though the first, evidence which we have of an acknowledgment 
by a married woman in Newcastle is contained in a deed executed 
between 1200 and 1203, 22 the custom was probably of much 
earlier origin. The form used in the deed referred to is not 
so full as that adopted later, but by 1313 the acknowledgment 
had assumed a form 23 which, with slight variations, continued 
to be used until the custom fell into desuetude about the year 
1835. Additions were made relating to the examination of the

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woman apart from her husband, and to her request that the deed 
might be enrolled, of which the earliest evidence which we 
possess dates from the year 1454. 24 

Pre-emption by the Kin. 

Newcastle was a town of restricted sale. A burgess could only 
sell his burgage tenement and go whither he would, divested of 
his rights and liabilities as a burgess, if his land was not in 
claim. 25 

The wording of this custom is in general terms, but probably 
the most important of the claims contemplated both here and in 
the * year and day ’ custom dealt with above, was that of the 
nearest of kin who had a right of pre-emption (retrait lignager). 
This right, which was claimed in the Town Court as late as the 
end of the reign of Henry III., 26 and was apparently recognized 
as of force in the reign of Edward II., 27 could, of course, be 
barred by lawful conveyance in the Town Court followed by 
possession without claim for a year and a day. 

It is most probable that the restriction on the sale of land 
applied, in the latter part of the thirteenth century, only to land 
of inheritance, following the rule restricting the right of devise,

The deed being executed before it is brot into Court the Feme Covert 
is to come into Court between the Benches before the Mayor Sheriff and 
Alderman and a Bottle of Sack with Bread &c. is to be placed on the 
Mayor’s Bench. Then after the Court is called produce the deed to the 
Feme Covert shewing her her name thereto set (her husband not being 
present) ask her (1) Is this your Name and of your own Signing? Is 
A.B. your Husband? (2) Hid you sign it, and do you now come into 
Court to make your Acknowledgement of your own free Will and 
Voluntary accord without any force or Compulsion from your Husband?

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which, in the reign of Edward I., applied only to inheritance 
and not to purchase ; 28 though at an earlier period these 
restrictions may have extended to lands of both classes. 

Descent. 

It was the custom of Newcastle that a woman’s child by her 
first husband was heir to her inherited lands, and that a daughter 
by her first husband was preferred to a son by her second 
husband. 29 Nicholas de Ellirker in 1310 purchased from John 
Crawe land which was of the inheritance of Avice de Carlton who 
had married, first, Henry Crawe, and secondly, Thomas de 
Gosforth. 30 Thomas de Gosforth and Avice had conveyed the land 
to John Crawe by a deed containing an acknowledgment by the 
woman between the four benches which did not mention, and 
therefore apparently did not bind, her heirs. 1 Ellirker accord¬ 
ingly, in order to perfect his title, obtained quitclaims from the 
two sons of Avice by her first husband, as well as a quitclaim 
from her and her second husband. 2 

Conversely, if a man married twice, the children by the first 
wife, whether male or female, appear to have been preferred to 
children by the second wife. No definite statement of such a 
custom has been found, but its existence may be implied from 
the terms of a communication sent from Newcastle to Aberdeen, 
probably in the thirteenth century, setting out the rights of a 
second wife who survived her husband. The following is a 
Scottish rendering of the document:— 

“ Sic be the custum in our burgh of the new castall that gif 
a burges gettis childer with his wif lauchfully and scho dee and 
that ilk burges spous ane other wif and that burges dee the tother 
wif sail duell in the principal wonnyng of hir husband xl. dais 
efter the deid of hir husband discendande of his fader and his 
eldfader : And gif that wonnyng in the quhilk he deyt, was of 
his conquest he may gif that wonnyng as all his other landis 
throw him of conquest gottin alswell till his wif as to ony other 
man.” 3 

The rights of the children of the first wife to their father’s 
inherited lands appear to be here recognized and protected.

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About the year 1220 Christiana, daughter of Hutred the 
bridgewright of Newcastle, during the lifetime of her father, 
quitclaimed to her step-brother Thomas, who was the son of 
Alice, Hutred’s second wife 4 all her interest in the land which 
her father held of the Bridge of Tyne, to the intent that her 
father and stepmother should hold the same for life, and that 
after their death Thomas and his heirs should have and hold the 
land, and in return her father gave to her other land, and one 
mark, and cloth to the value of another mark. 5 This record 
relates to land of purchase. 6 A few years later, after Hutred’s 
death, his son Hugh, also by the first wife, granted all his right 
in the same land to his stepmother Alice to hold according to 
the charter of his father. These two deeds seem to indicate that 
early in the thirteenth century the rights of children, male and 
female, of the first wife extended even to lands of purchase, 
though the evidence is not conclusive. 


Topography. 


Many details regarding the topography of the town may be 
gleaned from these pages. Westgate is the first to appear of 
the street names, and we find it so called in the twelfth century. 7 
It never occurs in a latinized form, but is always called 
‘ Westgate ’ or ‘ le Westgate.’ Pudding Chare, leading northward 
from Westgate, first appears under that name in 1333. 8 The street 
now known as Denton Chare, leading eastward from Westgate to 
the Church of S. Nicholas, may probably be identified as Raton 
Raw. 9 

Pilgrim Street (vicus peregrinorum) first occurs about the 
year 1200. 10 Allhallowgate (vicus Omnium Sanctorum) now' 
Silver Street, leading eastward from Pilgrim Street on the north 
side of All Saints’ churchyard, does not appear in our records until 
about the middle of the thirteenth century, 11 unless, as is asserted 
by Bourne (p. 88), it was the same street as Templegate, which 
is mentioned in a deed of.about the year 1220. 12 At the east 
end of Allhallow'gate was Hokergate, occurring first in 1309, 13 
and described in 1447 as Hokergate next Pandon. 14 In the 
neighbourhood of All Saints’ Church was land w'hich in 1270 
was said to be situate in Pardon within Newcastle, 15 twenty years 
before the manor of Pandon v r as incorporated in the town by 
charter of Edward I. 

North of Allhallowgate, Cowgate also led westward from 
Pilgrim Street tow r ards Pandon, being first mentioned in the 
thirteenth century.

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At the north end of Pilgrim Street, near to the Pilgrim Gate, 
Blether Chare, with many alternative names, 16 ran westward past 
the house of the Friars Minor to the Market Street, joining that 
street near S. Andrew’s church. 

Market Street (vicus fori), now represented by Newgate Street, 
Bigg Market, Cloth Market and Groat Market, occurs early in the 
thirteenth century. 17 Already in the early years of the four¬ 
teenth century the south end of the street, where the Town Hall 
now stands, was encumbered by booths, of which the holders had 
acquired a permanent right of occupation. 18 Further north, on 
the east side of the street, stood the Cukstelbooths, 19 probably 
adjoining the Huckster’s booths, which are known to have been 
situated immediately to the south of the point at which the 
Lortburn, flowing down Darn Crook, 20 crossed the Market Street. 

At its northern end Market Street, passing through the New 
Gate, so named as early as 1309, 21 led to Sinidgate or Sidgate 
(now Percy Street), the name of which occurs in the middle of 
the thirteenth century. 22 At its southern end was S. Nicholas’ 
Church with Ratonraw adjoining, whence passing along the west 
end of the church, known as the Ironmarket in the fifteenth 
century, 23 the Side, the name of which occurs first in the fifteenth 
century, and still persists, gave access to the Sandhill (mons 
sabulonis) which was known by that name before the middle of 
the fourteenth century. 24 Here was situated the Gildhall, of 
the existence of which there is indirect evidence dating back to 
about 125 0. 25 Westward from the Sandhill ran the Close, at 
the foot of the slope of the Castle Heugh, Saint Mary’s Heugh 
and Hare Heugh, known by the name which it still bears before 
the end of the thirteenth century. 26 Hargate, leading north from 
the Close past the house of the Carmelites, occurs in the 
fourteenth century. 27 

Reeves, Mayors and Bailiffs. 

The four collections of deeds afford a considerable amount of 
material for the compilation of a trustworthy though somewhat 
incomplete list of reeves, mayors and bailiffs of the borough. The 
lists hitherto published are those in the Histories of Bourne and 
Brand, and the Adamson MS. list, printed with the two former, 
in Welford’s History (i, p. 417). A comparison of Bourne’s 
list with the Adamson MS. ( e.g ., for the years 1276, 1277, 1291, 
1318, 1343) leads to the conclusion that the Adamson MS. is a 
copy of an older list, and that Bourne used either the older list,

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or, more probably, another copy of it. Brand’s list is a copy, 
with a few emendations, of that of Bourne, though he also appears 
to have had the use of a version of the old manuscript. 

It is apparent on examination of the lists referred to, that 
the original manuscript from which all were directly or indirectly 
derived, was compiled principally, and for the earlier period 
entirely, from the attestations of deeds enrolled in the Liber 
Cartarum. The compiler of the list misread many dates and 
names, and assigned dates to undated deeds without indicating 
that they were only conjectural, and although Brand and Welford 
have both made a few corrections, the printing of a revised list 
seems desirable, and such a list, setting out the names contained 
in the deeds in this volume, supplemented by evidence from other 
records, is given in an Appendix. 


The practice of dating deeds did not become general in 
Newcastle until about the beginning of the fourteenth century. 
The chronology of early local deeds is a subject which has hitherto 
received little attention, but an attempt has been made in this 
volume to assign to each deed as narrow a limit of date as is 
possible. There is no doubt that further research would furnish 
a more extensive apparatus for accurate dating than is at present 
at our disposal. 

The enrolments of deeds in the Liber Cartarum are in every 
case full copies ; for the sake of brevity many formal portions of 
the documents have been omitted in the print, and “ Ac,” wherever 
it occurs in the printed copies of deeds, indicates that words 
are omitted. 

It should perhaps be mentioned that the word ‘ capellanus ’ 
is throughout translated as 1 priest,’ that being the ordinary 
English rendering of the word in the district in the fourteenth 
and fifteenth centuries. 28

OF SAINT MARY THE VIRGIN, 
IN WESTGATE, NEWCASTLE 
UPON TYNE. 


INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 


The early history of the Hospital of Saint Mary is obscure. Nearly 
all the pre-reformation archives of the charity are lost, including the 
Great Chained Cowcher Book, catalogued among the possessions of the 
Hospital in 1444 (No. 70), which doubtless contained much information 
regarding the origin and history of the foundation. In the charter of 
refoundation granted by king James in 1611, this loss is said to have 
occurred during the mastership of John Raymes (1558-79), who was 
concerned in the rebellion of the North and was imprisoned in Durham 
gaol, by reason of which the charters grants and letters patent con¬ 
cerning the foundation and endowment of the Hospital were lost or 
decayed (Brand, i, 82, 589). Three years later, in September, 1614, 
alderman Henry Chapman, then sixty-six years old, in answer to inter¬ 
rogatories in a suit by the Mayor and Burgesses against Henry Ewbank 
said “ he hath hard that some of the evidences of the possessions of the 
said Hospital have bene imbesled, but by whome he knoweth not ” 
(Newcastle Corporation muniments). 

Of the pre-reformation deeds relating to the Hospital there now 
remain only the enrolments in the Liber cartarum, some original deeds 
in the possession of the Trustees of the Hospital, and a few others in 
Durham Treasury and elsewhere. 

Bourne (p. 30) says there were “ two foundations, an Old one and a 
New one," and in a marginal note he cites the Liber cartarum as his 
authority. Presumably the reference is to the heading to the chartulary 
“Here begin all the charters new and old of the hospital . . . .’ n He 
conjectures that the old Hospital was founded in the reign of Henry I 
“ not many years after the Nunnery of St. Bartholomew, which was 
founded by King Henry the First," and he supports his conjecture by 
the assumption that the Walter de Bolbec of deeds nos. 13 and 14 was 
the same Walter “ who, as we are told, in a Charter dated the first year 
of King Stephen convey’d some lands to the church of Winchester" 
Ah ® daA ? the deeds referred to however lies between the years 1178 
and 1187 (see note to no. 13). “The latter Hospital and Chapel" he 
W / re Aounded by one Aselack de Killingliow or Killingwortli." 
He then (p. 31) assigns Earl Henry’s charter (No. 68) to King Richard 
I., and assumes that Aselak s foundation (No. 1) was “some Tittle time 
before he (Richard) began to reign." ' 6 tlme 

Brand, who never saw the Liber cartarum, criticises Bourne’s con¬ 
clusion with regard to the old foundation, and says that it “ seems to 

w omnes carte nove et vetere hospitalis.’ The words novc pt »p*pvo 
liters t0 the Charters and not t0 tlle hospital; vetere should read 
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want both probability and evidence ** (Brand MSS., vol. xiv). He 
states that the house was founded in the reign of Henry II. by Aselack 
who actually built the hospital (Brand, i, p. 67). 

In the charter of refoundation of 1G11 it is said that of the founder 
of the hospital nothing is certainly known (‘ de cujus fundatore certo 
non constat * ib. i, p. 589). 

The compiler of the chartulary here printed regarded Aselak as the 
founder, for he places his charter first, and in a rubric to deed no. 2 
says:— 

Now, having spoken of the foundation, we proceed to the gifts of 
others of the faithful .... 

His statement at the beginning of the chartulary, with regard to 
the origin of the hospital, has unfortunately been partly obliterated. 
What remains may be translated as follows: — 

Here begin all the charters both new and old, of the Hospital 
of the Blessed Mary the Virgin of the town of Newcastle upon Tyne 
in the Westgate. And first is written the foundation of. the said 
Hospital founded .... 

The remainder is erased, and over the erasure is written, in two 
handwritings of later date: — 

(i) &c as the brethren of the said hospital have related and told 
to us &c. 

(ii) But indeed as I believe the right of the burgesses of the 
town of Newcastle had its origin before by the charter of Robert 
Carobe, the sixtieth written in this book among the charters of 
Westgate and it has this signum ►£« and has a large seal engraved 
with a lion and is in the Westspithill among the charters of West- 
gate therefore be it remembered that it belongs to the burgesses and 
not to the hospital. 

From this it would appear that in order to strengthen the claim of 
the burgesses to the patronage of the hospital, it was suggested that 
Robert de Carew’s grant of land to the burgesses for the making of a 
hospital (No. 60), was the original foundation charter. The date of 
Carew’s grant was however about 1178. 

Aselak of Killinghowe, burgess of Newcastle, in his charter (No. 1), 
after reciting that he had founded the Hospital and the chapel on his 
land in Newcastle and had placed there two regular brethren and one 
priest, and that in the second year he had given himself to God and 
Saint Mary, grants and confirms that the brethren and their successors 
may hold the Hospital and chapel, with all lands alms and benefits 
belonging to the Hospital, as their charters, which they have, testify. 
The charter, which was executed before the year 1155, constitutes a 
confirmation to the brethren, of the Hospital and chapel founded by 
Aselak in the preceding year, coupled with a gift of his body. 1 

The charter of Henry, Earl of Northumberland, son of David king of 
Scotland, must be assigned to the period between 1139 and 1151 (No. 68). 
It was not in the possession of the Hospital, and the enrolment at the 
end of the chartulary is from the original which was then in the nunnery 
of S. Bartholomew. 2 This fact and the terms of the document itself do 
not support the inference drawn by Bourne (p. 31) that it is a con¬ 
firmation of Aselak’s charter. It effects a disposition of Aselak’s property

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very different from his intentions as expressed in deed no. 1. No specific 
mention is made of the Hospital and chapel, and whereas Aselak gave 
only his land in Newcastle, the Earl gives all Aselak’s property, land 
money, houses and buildings, within the borough and without, to Saint 
Mary 7 and the Nuns of Newcastle, and adds two full carucates of his own 
demesne lands. 

In 1157 king Henry II. resumed the Earldom of Northumberland, and 
shortly afterwards, probably in 1158, he confirmed to the church of Saint 
Mary and the Hospital of Newcastle all .their lands reasonably given to 

t^^etween the years 1166 and 1173 he granted a charter to the Nuns 
of Saint Bartholomew of Newcastle, by which he confirmed to them all 
the "ifts which had reasonably been made to them, namely the church 
of Saint Bartholomew, the Hospital of Saint Mary, and other lands and 
rent (No. 69). 

By a bull dated 28 March, 1183, Pope Lucius III., acceding to the 
just demands of the Master and brethren (vestris justis postulacionibus 
clementer annuimus), took the Hospital into the protection of Saint Peter 
and of himself, and confirmed the Master and brethren in their 


possessions (No. 71). 

As the result of an assize held in 1166, lands in Northumberland 
alienated by Earl Henry, or by his father David king of Scotland, 
escheated to the king, and in the Pipe Roll for that year (9 Pipe Boll 
Soc. p. 75) the Sheriff of Northumberland rendered account (inter alias) 
for the following: —

For the lands which the brethren of the Hospital (fratres 

Hospital’) held .1 19 5 

For the land which Gervase the Physician (medicus) held 1 0 10 
For the lands which the Nuns held in Newcastle .. 18 0 


The first of these escheats or purprestures probably relates to land 
of the Knights Hospitallers, and the third to the demesne lands given 
by Earl Henry to the Nunnery. In the Pipe Roll for the following year 
(1167) the amount for the Nuns’ land is increased to £1 9s. 5d., and in 
the roll for 1168 the statement that the land was in Newcastle is omitted, 
and the description reads “ For the lands of the Nuns of Newcastle.” 

The three items set out above are continued each year until 1174, 
and are set out in detail again in the roll for 1178 together with other 
purprestures in Northumberland of the same class, amounting in all to 
£15 11s. 8d. (27 Pipe Roll Soc. p. 60). Hodgson’s print of the roll for 
this year omits the item for the Nuns’ land. (Mag. Rot. Pipoe, col. 28). 
Thereafter the three items continued to be accounted for until 1205, 
though not in detail. 

In 1201 king John granted a charter to the burgesses which provided 
for the payment by them of £5 10s. 6d. of escheats, including £2 11s. 0£d. 
for the lands which the Nuns had of the gift of king David. This 
charter was withdrawn the same year (Mag. Rot. Pipoe, col. 78; Brand, 
ii, p. 134). 

In 1205 the king assigned to Kempe his ‘ balistarius ’ 100s of land 
of his escheats in Newcastle, to hold until he was provided with a 
marriage (Rot. Litt. Claus, i, p. 55; Mag. Rot. Pipoe, col. 93). Kempe 
held the land until 1211, in which year the sheriff credits in his compotus 
only three fourths of the yearly value of the escheats (ib. col. 109. The 
roll printed by Hodgson for 1213 in which the entry is repeated (col. 112) 
is the Chancellor’s antigraph for 1211). 

., February, 1213, the king granted another charter to 

the good men of Newcastle (Brand, ii, p. 135, where it is dated 1214), 
y winch he granted the town to them in fee farm, and gave them also 
s and 6d rent of escheats which he had in the same town. Accordingly 
rn the Pipe roll for 1214 (the roll for 1213 is lost) the sheriff, in 
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accounting for the old purprestures, takes credit for lOO.s- and 6 d (sic) 
for the land which Campe held, which the burgesses of Newcastle hold 
(Mag. Rot. Pipce, col. 116) and in the next roll available, that for 1219, 
he takes credit, evidently for two years, for “ lands which Kempe the 
balistarius held, which the burgesses of Newcastle now have in exchange 
for the * fossatum ’ of the castle ,£11 Os 12d ” (ib. col. 119), thus putting 
the yearly value of the escheats uj) to £5 10s Gd, at which they were 
valued in the charter of 1201. 

A consideration of these evidences leads to the conclusion that 
Aselak founded the Hospital about the middle of the 12th century, and 
that Earl Henry in founding, or more probably reconstituting, the 
Nunnery of Saint Bartholomew, annexed the Hospital to the Nunnery, 
and at the same time endowed it with two carucates of his demesne 
lands. The reference to king David at a later date, in king John’s 
charter, may imply that David confirmed his son’s charter, or merely 
that the foundation of the Nunnery was attributed to him later (cf. the 
foundation of Holmcultram by Earl Henry, Mon. v, p. 594; Prescot, 
Reg. Wetheral, p. 421, and the attribution of its foundation to his 
father. John of Hexham, 44 Sur. Soc. p. 168). 

After Henry II resumed the Earldom of Northumberland he con¬ 
firmed the independence of the Hospital, disregarding the dispositions 
made by Earl Henry, and in 1166 the two carucates of demesne lands 
granted to the Nuns escheated. 1 

Not long after this the Nuns obtained, under circumstances which 
are obscure, a royal grant and confirmation of their possessions in 
which was included the Hospital of Saint Mary. The bull issued in 1183 
and the Bishop’s charter of about the same date re-established the 
independence of the Hospital, which henceforth appears to have remained 
unquestioned. 

The lands escheated in 1166 were not recovered by the Nuns, and 
never formed part of the possessions of the Hospital. They ultimately, 
in 1213 became vested in the burgesses of Newcastle. They formed the 
greater part of a group of escheats which in 1187 were described as 
situated " within the borough and without ” (37 Pipe Roll Soc. p. 182), 
and it seems probable that some part of the land is now represented 
by the Town Moor and Castle Leazes. In the Chorographia (p. 28) 
reference is made to “ The Castle Leazes, belonging to the Town; the 
gift of King John (as some say) to the good men of Newcastle.” A 
Quo Warranto brought in 1268 by John de Lithegrenes on behalf of 
the king, against the Mayor and Burgesses, in respect of 70 acres of 
moor in the suburbs of the town said to be of the king’s demesne, 
seems to refer to the same land (2 Newcastle Records Ser., p. 279). 

Apart from the possessions of the Hospital of which evidences appear 
in the deeds dealt with in this volume, many other properties both in 
Newcastle and in the county are referred to in old rentals and else¬ 
where. There are in the possession of the Newcastle Corporation two 
sixteenth century rentals. The earlier of these is dated 1547 and is 
referred to by Brand (i, p. 79); the other, which is marked in a later 
handwriting, ‘ Rentale sed imperfectum tempore Roberti Davell ’ was, 
as appears from internal evidence, compiled between 1550 and 1558. The 
rental of 1572 referred to by Brand (ib. note k) has not been found, but 
there is one of the time of king James I, of which the first portion is 

1 Hodgson Hinde in his paper on “ The original site and progressive 
extension of Newcastle upon Tyne ” assumes that the whole of the 
possessions of the Hospital escheated, and he takes the expression 
‘ fratres Hospital ’ of the 1166 Pipe Roll to mean the brethren of the

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missing. From these we learn that the Hospital held lands in Fenham, 
where the Trustees of the Hospital own land at the present day, Bolam 
(see also Inq. p. m. ii, no. 470), Jesmond (see also Dendy’s Jesmond), 
Little Heaton, Woolsington, Mason, Horton and Stickley (see also 
N.C.H. ix, p. 253; Ancient Deeds, B 8267), Stamfordham and Heugh, 
Little Bavington, and in Redesdale at S. Mary Shields and Chesterhope 
(see also Brand i, p. 76), East and West Whitley and * le Crags/ 

There is mention of land of the Hospital at South Gosforth in 1269 
(Northumberland Ass. R. p. 190), and at Newbiggin in 1227 (2 New¬ 
castle Record Ser. pp. 94 ff). 

The masters of the Hospital in its early years were styled indiffer¬ 
ently ‘ procurator/ f custos/ ‘ magister/ or * rector/ The indis¬ 
criminate use of such titles was not uncommon at the period, and that 
they were synonymous in the case of the Hospital is seen from the fact 
that Ralph, the second known master is called procurator (No. 63), 
rector (No. 46), magister (No. 57) and custos ( Curia Regis Roll, 12-13 
Hen. Ill, Mich. m. 5). Simon his successor is called rector (No. 40), 
magister (No. 44) and custos (No. 41). 

Gerard is the earliest master whose name is recorded. He occurs as 
grantor of Hospital lands in two deeds (Nos. 83, 84) and as witness to a 
third (No. 65). He was probably master before the end of the twelfth 
century and in the early years of the thirteenth century. Brand (i, p. 
71) says he was master about 1269. 

Ralph was master by about 1223 (No. 63), and occurs in a mutilated 
record in the Curia Regis Rolls in 1228 (loc. cit.). 

Simon occurs before 1251 (No. 41), and during the shrievalty of 
William Heron, 1246-58 (No. 40; Brinkburn Chart, p. 176). He was dead 
by 1256 ( Northumberland .455. R. p. 23). 

Richard de Netjton who is described in the Assize Roll as master of 
the Hospital of S. Margaret of Westgate, by which the Hospital of S. 
Mary is obviously meant, had hanged himself by 1256 (ib. p. 83). 

Robert the Layman (laicus) is mentioned as rector in a single deed 
(No. 4), the date of which lies between 1250 and 1259. 


John Norreys was ‘custos* in the mayoral year 1268 (No. 18). 

Hugh de Pampeden, master in 1294 (No. 9), is called * presbyter * 
in a deed of 1295 (No. 245). He continued until at least 1302 or 1303 
(No. 250). 

James was master by 1312 (Reg. Pal. Dun. i, p. 171). There are 
several references to him between that date and 1328 (De Banco Roll, 
no. 174, m. 26), after which he occurs in 1343 (No. 81), and 1345 (Arch. 
Ael. 3 ser. vi, p. 51). v 

William de Norton was master by 1358 (No. 28) and occurs in 
November, 1367 (Cal. Close, 1364-68, p. 400), and in July, 1368 (No. 79). 

Robert de Morton or Mordon. On the death of Norton in 1368 or 
1369 the bretnren elected as their Prior, Robert de Morton, an 
Augustinlan canon and a brother of the Hospital. On 13 August, 1369, 
the clectio 11 was quashed by Bishop Hatfield because it had been made 
without due authority, but by the same instrument Morton was appointed

William de Burnham occurs in 1402 under the style of ‘ prior and 
master (No. 89). He died on 9 August, 1412 (Hunter MS, no. 23). 

hT.r,f^ ILLI * M xi^ A £ LELI / 0n tlie death of Burnham only two regular 
brothers of the Hospital remained, to whom belonged the right to elect 
ma ster. The Hospital was neglected, divine services were not 
eorated, and the fabric was ruinous. On 26 October, 1412, the two 
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brethren who formed the convent, William Karlell and Robert Lekynfeld, 
acting as the chapter of the Hospital, transferred to the Bishop the 
election of a master for that turn (Hunter MS, nos. 20, 21, 23). On 1 
October, 1413, the Bishop collated William Karlell ( ib . no. 25). Karlell 
was a papal chaplain (Cal. Pap, v, pp. 213, 308), and in 1398 is described 
as an Augustinian brother of the poor hospital of Saint Mary of West- 
gate; in the following year he is described as of the Augustinian 
Hospital of Saint Mary the Virgin of Newcastle (ib. pp. 159, 185). 

On 14 September, 1415, there was a monition to him to reside 
(Hunter MS, nos. 90, 91), and on 20 February, 1417, he resigned the 
mastership (ib. nos. 26, 27). 

Bourne (p. 32) assumed without any reason, that John Colman, the 
grantor of deed no. 90, was master of the Hospital in 1415. 

John Fitzherry or Fitzhenry. After Kartell's resignation the 
Bishop of Durham claimed the right to collate, and put in John Fitz¬ 
herry, bachelor of canon law and a canon of the Augustinian Priory of 
Newburgh (Hunter MS, no. 28). On 7 September, 1433, the Pope 
granted to Fitzherry the right to hold the mastership notwithstanding 
liis illegitimacy (Cal. Pap. viii, p. 466). 

John Lounde had succeeded Fitzherry by 1444. (No. 70). Bourne’s 
statement that the latter was master in that year arises from the mis¬ 
reading of a passage in the deed referred to. Lounde was temporal 
chancellor of the Palatinate, 1448-56, rector of S. John the Baptist in 
London, 1445, rector of Whitburn, 1454, and sometime rector of Wimbish 
in Essex. He was master of Kepier Hospital in 1439 (Surtees, Durham, 
IV, ii, p. 65). As master of Kepier he had letters of fraternity from 
the Prior and Convent in 1445 (31 Sur. Soc. p. 110), and occurs as late as 
1452 (34 D.K.R. p. 199). He had grants from the Bishop of land in 
Durham in 1452 and in Whitburn in 1455, and of mines at Cassop in 
1458. He was commissioner of array for Easington ward, a justice of 
assize in the Palatinate, and justice of the peace for Durham and 
Sadberge. With Robert Rodes and others he had licence to found a 
gild in honour of S. Cuthbert in S. Mary’s chapel in the Galilee at 
Durham. (34 D.K.R., pp. 168-218 passim). 

John Bird, or Bride, was master in 1501 (Randall MS, cited in 
Hutchinson Northumberland, ii, p. 392). He died probably in the year 
1528 (Cal. Letters of Hen. VIII., iv, 5243-28). 

Roland Swinburne. On the death of Bird, Edward Swinburne, 
mayor, and the commonalty of Newcastle presented Roland Swinburne, 
and on 29 November authority was given on behalf of Bishop Wolsey to 
Archdeacon Robert Davell to induct him (Hunter MS, no. 37). On 28 
January, 1529, shortly before Wolsey’s translation to Winchester, letters 
patent were issued presenting Archdeacon Davell to the mastership (Cal. 
Letters of Henry VIII., loc. cit). This presentation was not effective, 
as Swinburne continued to hold office until 29 August, 1531, when he 
resigned (Hunter MS, no. 41), but it appears to have given rise to 
litigation, for the Aubone MS. refers to an exemplification in 1532 of a 
record of the Common Pleas, whereby the presentation of the Hospital 
was adjudged to pertain to the town, and not to the king (Brand i, 
p. 78). 

Robert Davell. Swinburne’s resignation was consequent on an 
exchange of the mastership with Archdeacon Davell for a prebend in the 
collegiate church of Norton (Welford, ii, p. 106), and accordingly Gilbert 
Middleton, mayor, and the Sheriff alderman and commonalty presented 
Davell on the day on which Swinburne resigned (Hunter MS., no. 38; 
Brand i, p. 77). For biography of Davell, see Welford, Men of Mark, ii, 
p. 18). 
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Of the course of eveuts at the time of the dissolution of the Monas¬ 
teries and thence to the refoundation of the Hospital by King James 
in 1611, but few confused details are recorded in the local histories. 
Some notes at the end of the rental of the reign of James I, above 
referred to, contain the following statement: — 

The sayd Hospitali came to the Crowne by vertue of the Statut 
made in the xxxjth yere of king Henry the eight, for dissolucon 
of Abbyes pryoryes colledges hospitalis and such like 

The sayd Hospitali never came in cliardge before the Awditor of 
the Countie of Northumberland, nor ever payd rent to the Kings 
Receyvor of the sayd Countie 

The sayd Hospitali was granted in ffee simple undre the great 
seale by the late Quene to be held in socage 

The sayd Hospitali and rents aforesaid are enioyed by one, that 
ys presented Mr unto it by the Bp of Durham, as thoughe the same 
had not byn dissoluid or comen to the Crowne which presentacion 
or guift ys void in lawe 

All grauntes leases or other estates, that have byn made by 
the Mr of the said Hospitali to anie person or persons at anie tyme, 
since the xxxjth yere of king Henry the viijth are voyd by the 
statut aforesaid 


That a claim to the Hospital was made by the crown under the 
provisions of the Act of 31 Henry VIII (1539) seems improbable, but 
whether the claim was under that Act or the Acts of 1545 and 1547, it 
was never admitted by the Corporation, who continuously exercised the 
rights of patrons, and though over a considerable period the Crown 
purported from time to time to exercise rights, both of patronage and 
ownership, the mastership of the Hospital de facto remained with the 
masters presented by the Corporation or by the persons to whom they 
granted the patronage. The appointment in 1531 of Doctor Davell, the 
nominee of the Crown in 1529, no doubt assisted them in upholding their 
position during a critical period. 

In the return of Colleges and Chantries made in 1546 it was stated 
that the Hospital was founded (as is reported) by the inhabitants of 
the town to have a master continually resident upon the same and a 
chaplain with him to say divine service there and to keep six bedefolks 
in the almshouse there, and to lodge all poor and wayfaring people 
being destitute of lodging, and to bury such as fortuned there to die at 
the costs and charges of the said master, and to distribute yearly nine 
chalders of coal among poor people and to give 10s yearly in ready money 
to the bedefolks towards the maintaining of their living (Brand, i, p. 78). 


John Raymes. After the death of Davell, John Raymes, brother of 
Robert Raymes of Shortflat, was presented, on 25 April, 1558, by John 
Swinburn of Chopwell and John Swinburn of Wylam, patrons for that 
turn by the grant of the Corporation. (Brand i, p. 80; Hunter MS, no. 
3J). In 1562 Raymes was cited to appear before the Bishoj). He was 
accused of heresy, non-residence, holding office though not a priest, 
allowing the Hospital to go into decay, and neglecting to render 
accounts. There was an office against him in 1567, and from the record 
a a ? p€ < ai i S that ^ as theu residen t at Louvain (Hunter MS, nos.

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In 1567 the earliest evidence appears of the policy of the Corpora¬ 
tion of including education among the objects of the foundation—a 
policy calculated to strengthen their hands in resisting the claims of 
the crown—which ultimately resulted in the permanent association of 
the Hospital and the Grammar School. In that year the Corporation 
granted the right of presentation, for the next turn, to Ralph Lawson 
and William Selby, and from evidence given in 1614 by Thomas Watson, 
Notary Public, it appears that the grantees covenanted “ that such 
person as should be by them presented to the said Hospital should 
yearelie after his induction paie xiij li vjs viijd towardes the preparinge 
and maintaininge of an able and sufficient schoolemr for the education 
of children within the said towne ” (Corporation v. Ewbank, Newcastle 
Corporation Muniments; see Brand i, p. 83). 

Anthony Garforth. After the deprivation of Raymes, Lawson and 
Selby on 9 October, 1579 presented Anthony Garforth as master and he 
was duly instituted (Brand i, p. 80; Hunter MS, no. 43). In December 
of the same year the Queen granted the Hospital to one John Farneham 
(Brand i, p. 81, under date 1580). 

Henry Dethick succeeded Garforth on 30 June, 1580, and on his 
resignation Ralph Patterson was presented on 9 May, 1583. Both these 
masters were presented by the mayor and burgesses. (Brand, i, pp. 81, 
82). 

On 12 February, 1582, a commission issued from the Exchequer to 
George Chaworth and others to enquire as to concealed lands in North¬ 
umberland and elsewhere. The Commissioners certified on 20 March 
following, that the Priory or Hospital and its lands and rents dedicated 
to superstitious uses was worth 5 s, and that the same had been and 
still was concealed from the Queen ( Exchequer Special Commission, 2935). 
In the same year a grant of the Hospital is said to have been made to 
Theojihilus Adams and James Woodshaw at a rent of 3s 4 d per annum. 
(Bourne p. 33). Presumably this was a grant by the Crown following 
on the finding of the Commissioners. 

Henry Ewbank. On 15 March, 1586, Henry Ewbank was instituted 
having on the 8tli of the same month entered into a bond in the sum of 
£100 with the Mayor and Burgesses, the principal conditions of which 
were that he should maintain at his own cost “ One free scoole with an 
able and sufficient Scoolmaister for the Instructtinge and bringing up 
onelye of the freemens Children of the said towne in vertuous Learninge 
without any stipend to be paid by the free men of the said towne for 
everie childe .... but only six pence in the quarter ”; that he should 
give yearly to every poor brother and sister of the Hospital “ one 
Convenyent frease gowne of such Culler as he the said Henry Ewbanke 
shall think expedient ” and pay to them the usual yearly sums; that he 
should cause to be made in the town yearly twelve godly sermons; that 
he should repair the Chapel, choir and mansion of the Hospital and 
permit elections to be held in the Chapel. 

Ewbank was a doctor of divinity. King’s Chaplain, sub-dean of 
Durham, rector successively of Washington, Winston (not Winlaton as 
stated by Welford), and Whickham, and prebendary of Durham and 
canon of Lichfield (Welford iii, p. 207). He was elected a Fellow of 
Queen’s College, Oxford, while a Bachelor of Arts in 1578; the election 
was annulled, but he was again elected on proceeding M.A. in the 
following year. He is said to have denounced his chamber fellow at 
Queen’s College as a papist, and to have been the cause of his death. 
(Magrath, Queen's College, i, pp. 198, 199). 

On the ground that he neglected his duties as Master, the Corpora¬ 
tion instituted proceedings against Ewbank before the Council of the 
North, for the forfeiture of his bond. They obtained judgment on 21 
March, 1615, and in October Ewbank resigned. 
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In furtherance of their project of converting the Hospital partially 
into an educational institution the Corporation arranged in 1599 during 
Ewbank’s mastership to transfer the High School or Grammar School 
from premises near S. Nicholas Church, to the chapel of the Hospital 
(Bourne p. 34; Brand i, p. 88; where Bourne’s date is corrected). On 
13 December, 1599, the mayor and burgesses leased the old school house 
to one William Allanson, probably as a consequence of the removal of 
the school, whereupon Francis Burrows, the schoolmaster took pro¬ 
ceedings against Allanson, alleging that he held a life interest in the 
property by virtue of his office, and obtained judgment in Easter Term, 
1600. ( Exchequer of Pleas, Plea Roll, 415, m. 41; Roll 416, m. 2; 

Exchequer K.R. Bills and Answers, Eliz., Northumberland, no. 94). 

On 22 March, 1600, Queen Elizabeth granted a charter to the town 
(known as “ the Great Charter ”) in which it was provided that the 
Grammar School should be incorporated and known by the name of 
Queen Elizabeth’s Free Grammar School of Newcastle, and should be 
under the patronage of the mayor and burgesses (Brand i, p. 88; ii, p. 
622). 

On 27 May, 1611, king James I granted a charter of refoundation of 
the Virgin Mary Hospital (Brand i, pp. 82, 588). 1 

After the resignation of Ewbank, Robert Fowberry, master of the 
Grammar School, was appointed master also of the Hospital, thus for 
the first time uniting the two offices.

This charter is dealt with in the Introductory Note, ante. An incom¬ 
plete copy of it is printed by Bourne (p. 30), who identifies Killinghowe 
with Killingworth. It was executed before 1155, when the first witness, 
Ranulf, had ceased to be Archdeacon, but probably not long before that 
date, for Nicholas de Novo Castello, the second witness, was living in or 
after the year 1177 ( Brinkburn Chart., p. 41), and William parson of 
Eland and Gilbert his brother witnessed a deed executed between 1197 
and 1208 (ibid., p. 59). Of the other witnesses Eustace parson of Benton 
occurs between 1162 and 1166, in a charter of Roger de Merlay (Dur. Treas. 
4. 2. Spec. 34), and William son of Wlgar’ is mentioned in the Northum¬ 
berland Pipe Roll for 1163 (6 Pipe Poll Soc. p. 44). 

Ranulf was archdeacon by 1128 (Surtees, Durham , ii, p. 210) and was 
living in 1153 ( John of Hexham, 44 Sur. Soc. p. 167), but by 1155 he had 
been succeeded by John the Archdeacon ( Feod. Pri. Dun., pp. 10, 100, 
121 ). 

From 1104 there are records of the existence of two archdeaconries in 
the diocese of Durham, apart from the archidiaconal jurisdiction claimed 
by the Priors over the churches of the Prior and Convent ( Graystanes , 9 
Sur. Soc. p. 107 • cf. Liber Vitee, p. 65). Throughout the twelfth century 
archdeacons in England were rarely described by the titles of the terri¬ 
tories over which they had jurisdiction, but took their titles from that of 
the see. There appears to be no specific reference to the Archdeaconry of 
Northumberland until late in the twelfth century ( Cumb. Pipe Rolls, p. 
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203) yet Wharton’s statement that Ranulf was archdeacon of Northum¬ 
berland is probably correct ( Anglia Sacra, i, p. 786) though he is nowhere 
thus described, and John of llexham in one passage styles him, according 
to the usage of his day, archdeacon of Durham (44 Sur. Soc., p. 141). Le 
Neve's list gives Ranulf, archdeacon of Durham c. 1150 (Fasti, ed. Hardy), 
but his lists of the early archdeacons of the two counties are of little 
value. While Ranulf was archdeacon of Northumberland, the archdeacons 
of Durham were Robert, who occurs from 1131 to 1141 ( Feod. Pri. Dun., 
p. 56; Continuatio Turgoti in Anglia Sacra, i, p. 710), and Gwace or 
Wazo, who was archdeacon by 1147 and survived Ranulf.

Although Eustace de Baliol, the father of the grantor of this deed, was 
living in 1209 when he paid arrears of scutage (Mag. Rot. Pipce, col. 103) 
ho had transferred large portions of his barony to his son before that 
date (N.C.H. vi, p. 31). If the name of the witness ‘Johanne filio 
Ivete’ is a mistake of the transcriber for John son of Juel, then the date 
of this deed must be before 1204 (Mag. Rot. Pipce, col. 89).

Bourne gives a short note of this deed (p. 31). 

Martin Coyman or Kaiinan, son of Henry Coyman, gave his body and 
lands to God and S. Mary (No. 4). Between 1228 and 1238 he incurred 
and paid fines for sale of wine (not, as Hodgson translates it, ‘ for old 
waste') contrary to assize (Mag. Rot. Pipes, cols. 153-179, and Preface, 
p. xxx). Again in 1259 he owed one mark for a similar offence (ibid., col. 
251), and the debt is carried forward for several years. Martin Coyman 
also held land in Newcastle in the barony of Bolbec (Brit. Mus. 
Additional Charters, 20529, of which there is a copy in Dodsworth MSS., 
vol. 32, no. 59). In 1235 he sued the widow of Benedict de Herterpol for 
recovery of a house in Hartlepool (Assize Roll, 224; 127 Sur. Soc., pp. 89, 
93; for date see the introduction to the volume cited, pp. xi, xxx).

Bourne notes this deed (p. 31) and says, with some degree of probability, 
that the four witnesses after the mayor were bailiffs of the town. 

The word ‘ lioga' which occurs in the rubric is the equivalent of 
‘heugh.’ In Murray’s dictionary it is defined as a precipitous or hanging 
descent, and the forms ‘ hogh ’ (Cursor Mundi) and ‘hewch’ (Wyntoun) 
are cited. G. B. Richardson considered the word to be a local place name 
for the slope between the Central Station and the Skinner burn (Arch. 
Ad. 1 ser. iv, p. 100), probably following Bourne (p. 127), who refers to 
' the Hoga' mentioned in deed no. 12 as ‘ the bank without the Close 
Gate.’ Many local examples might be given of the use of the word as 
the Latin equivalent of hill or heugh, e.g., about the year 1223 we read 
of ‘the hoga of S. Mary on the Tyne’ (nos. 5, 6, 7); in 1330 ‘the great 
hanging houca above the Close ’ (no. 26); in 1342 ‘ the hogha called 
Walleknoll’ ( Dodsworth MSS., vol. 32, no. 63); in 1358 ‘the hoga of the 
Carmelite Friars (no. 28), and in several deeds there is reference to the 
‘ Hoga ’ of the Castle, or Castle Heugh. Cf. Bourne, p. 88, where ‘ Hugh ’ 
is defined as a steep hill or bank; Mawer, Place names of Northumber¬ 
land, p. 233, s.v. ‘ hoh.’ 

This deed is carelessly enrolled, ‘ burgen ’ (I. 7) should read ‘burgum.’ 
Before ‘ejusdem’ (l. 14) the words ‘ et fratribus’ are omitted. After 
‘concesserunt’ ( l . 16) ‘quod’ is omitted.

Henry the dean, who witnessed this and the two following deeds, occurs 
as ‘ Henricus decanus Northumbrie ’ in the Durham Pipe Roll for 1197 
(Cumb. Pipe Rolls, p. 203). He witnessed a deed of Thomas de Diveleston 
(1202-12) to which his son John was also a witness (Ancient Deeds, 
B. 2644) and several deeds printed in the Brinkburn Chartulary Andrew 
the deacon, giving evidence in 1228 on behalf of the Bishop of Durham 
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with regard to the church of Ancroft, and speaking of the period when one 
Geoffrey (who died about 1226) was parson of Ancroft, stated that he 
received the chrism from the hand of Henry the dean at Newcastle, and 
took it to Ancroft (Attestationes Testium, 58 Sur. Soc., p. 222). Although 
referred to as dean of Northumberland his deanery did not extend beyond 
the Coquet, his contemporary in the deanery of Northumberland ‘ultra 
Coquet' being William, vicar of Morpeth and dean in 1221 (Brinkburn 
Chart., p. 62), who is styled “Willelmus Northumbrie decanus” in 1228 
(58 Sur. Soc., p. 220), and in a deed dated 1235 “Willelmus capellanus de 
Bamburc et decanus Northumbrie ultra Chokat” (Dur. Treas. 1. 2. Spec. 
14; N.C.H., i, p. 94). Henry is called “ Henricus decanus de Novo Castro ” 
in deeds dated between 1234 and 1239 (Lansdowne MS., 326 fos. 84, 85; 46 
Sur. Soc., p. 97), but this may merely imply that he resided at Newcastle, 
and not that the deanery of Newcastle was created in his lifetime. See 
hereon N.C.H., x, p. 41.

This is one of the earliest references to the Close. It is mentioned a 
year or two earlier in nos. 323 and 324. It has been suggested that the 
narrowness of the street gave rise to its name, but it seems more probable 
that the name has reference to the enclosure, or rather the then proposed 
enclosure of land near the river, by the town wall, for the name came 
into use before the Edwardian wall at this point was actually built. As 
late as 1311, the proposed course of the wall was altered, and a larger 
area of land was enclosed, between the Virgin Mary Hospital and the 
river, than was at first intended. {Cal. Close, 1307-13, p. 369.) 

Bourne (p. 31) dates this deed 1292.

William Hering, burgess, probably a member of the family of Hering 
of Howick and Longhoughton (see no. 30 post and N.C.H., ii, p. 341ff), 
owned lands also in Durham (ibid., p. 342) and Gateshead (Durham Curs. 
Reg., ii, fo 11). He was imprisoned by the Mayor and bailiffs of New¬ 
castle in 1315 on a charge of consenting to make betrayal of the town to 
the Scots, but the King ordered his release (Cal. Close, 1313-18, p. 182). 
In 1321 he complained that John Scot and Richard Emeldon (then mayor) 
had assaulted him and taken his goods (Col. Pat., 1317-21, p. 604). In 
1328 he had licence after inquisition duly made, to alienate rent in 
Newcastle to a priest in the chapel of S. Thomas (Inq. ad q. d. File 202, 
no. 19; Cal. Pat., 1327-30, p. 312; Brand, i, p. 32). He died about the 
year 1337, Thomas Hering aged 40, being his heir (Durham Curs. Reg., 

11, fo. lid).

Bourne (pp. 30, 31) refers to this and the following charter, and attempts 
to confirm his conjecture as to the early date of the foundation of the 
hospital by suggesting that the Walter de Bolbec who confirmed Robert 
de Heddon’s gift to the Hospital was the same Walter ‘who as we are 
told, in a charter dated the first year of King Stephen, convey’d some 
Lands to the Church of Winchester.’ For this he cites ‘ Gib. Camb. p. 

855, ’ by which he means Gibson’s edition (1695) of Camden’s Britannia, col. 

856, where mention is made of a charter witnessed by Walter de Bolbec, 
with a reference to Selden’s Titles of Honour, par. 2, c. 5, p. 571. The 
charter in question, which is now lost (Round, Geoffrey de Mandeville, 
p. 264) was a grant by King Stephen to the church of Winchester, 
executed in 1136, and is printed in the Liber Niger (ii, p. 808). 

This suggestion of Bourne’s cannot be supported. The Walter de 
Bolbec of King Stephen’s charter died about 1141 (cp. Round, Cal. Doc. 
France, no. 1319, with Chron. of Abingdon, ii, p. 179, and Geoffrey de 
Mandeville, p. 201); and an examination of the names of the witnesses 
to charters nos. 13 and 14 leads to the conclusion that the Walter who 
confirmed Robert de Heddon’s grant was the younger son of the Walter of 
King Stephen’s charter. William de Crauden, who witnesses both the 
charters had succeeded his father Hugh by 1178, and in the eyre of that 
year was fined, together with Orm of Heddon, witness to no. 13, and Otui 
de Insula (27 Pipe Roll Soc., p. 61). The occurrence of the name of Robert 
de Insula, son of Otui, in no. 14, points to a date after 1178, and we 
know that Gerard, who witnesses no. 13 as reeve of Newcastle, held office 
from at least 1177 to 1182 (see Appendix). The Walter de Bolbec of these 
two charters was probably living in 1186, for he appears to have confirmed 
a grant of Walter de Bolum to Newminster, the date of which must be 
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assigned to that or the following year (Newminster Chart., pp. 187, 301), 
but he had died by Michaelmas, 1187 (36 Pipe Roll Soc., p. 185). His son 
Walter was then a minor, and did not fine for his barony until 1194 or 
1195 (Mag. Rot. Pipce, col. 55) by which date William de Crauden had 
died, (ibid., col. 56; where the roll is wrongly dated 1196). 

The two deeds were therefore given before 1187, and probably after 
1178. 

The surnames of the witnesses Reginald de Kenebelle and John Morelle, 
both tenants of Bolbec lands, are transcribed by Bourne as ‘ de Benwell ' 
and ‘ Morress ’ respectively. Kenebelle is undoubtedly Kimble, a 
member of the Bolbec fief in Buckinghamshire, though Cadwallader Bates 
suggests (Arch. Ad. 2 ser. xi, p. 246) that the name ‘ de Kenebelle ’ is 
derived ‘somehow' from Benwell.

reserved to Michael by his mother’s deed.

Michael, son of Walter the dyer appears at the time of the execution 
of this deed to have been in the wardship of his mother. The custom of 
Newcastle with regard to wardship was that a widow had the custody 
and ‘ nutrimentum ’ of the heir borne by her, during his minority, and 
custody of all his goods, real and personal. If she married again, or 
rendered herself suspect, she was to find security to answer for the goods 
to the heir. If the widow also died wardship was granted to the nearest 
of kin on the mother’s side to whom the lands could not descend. It was 
the duty of the mayor and bailiffs to deliver the wardship and the heir to 
the person entitled, and apparently the mayor liad the custody until such 
delivery was made. (Gerardyn v. Fenwick, Assize Roll, 650, Placita 
Querelarum; Cal. Pat. 1307-13, p. 124; ibid., 1350-54, p. 388.) There is no 
evidence to show whether wardship of lands descending to the heir on the 
part of the mother was the right of the father or his kin, as in socage 
tenure. Wardship in the borough was assignable by deed (Col. Close, 
1354-60, p. 87). In one case where the widow brought an action for 
dower the king admitted a guardian in place of the widow (Cal. Close, 
1288-96, p. 516).

Ingram of Cologne (not of Coldingham as suggested by Welford, i, p. 
14), merchant and burgess of Newcastle, was in 1311 associated with 
Richard de Emeldon and others in the export of wool to Flanders {Cal.

In the same year as the purchase recorded in the above deed he also 
bought another house in the Close (No. 328). 

In the Treasury at Durham there is a receipt given by the king’s 
receiver in the district, for an instalment of a debt due from Ingram 
and his companions for goods sold to them, probably military stores in 
Newcastle which became surplus on the conclusion of peace with Scotland 
in 1328 (Dur. Treas. Misc. Chart., 6612). 

Ingram’s only child, Katherine, married Norman de Bidyk (Greenwell 
deeds, D. 115; Coll. Top. et Qen. iv, p. 88).

Before 1201 Bernard de Arenis, a tenant under the Buliols, gave a rent 
of three shillings to the Canons of Brinkburn, charged upon a ' mansura ’ 
in Newcastle (Rot. Cart. p. 881 probably the land below the bailey referred 
to in the ledger book of the Priory (Brand, i, p. 137). Gilbert de Mora, 
a tenant under de Arenis, sold his interest in the land to John the priest 
(no. 63) who in turn gave it to the Hospital (no. 64). Between 1246 and 
1256 Guy de Arenis confirmed his father Bernard’s gift to Brinkburn 
(Brinkburn Chart., p. 175) and by this deed (no. 40) appointed the master 
of St. Mary’s Hospital his attorney to pay the rent direct to the Canons, 
and Simon, then master, executed a bond for due payment (no. 77). 

About the middle of the 13th century the master and brethren of the 
Hospital demised the land to fee farm to Richard de Hexham at a yearly 
rent of 10s (no. 41), but shortly afterwards one Roger son of Guy, at the 
assizes in 1256, claimed the land against Richard, on the ground that it 
was in the possession of his uncle Roger Sampson when latter set out for 
the Holy Land, where he died (Northumberland Ass. R., p. 23). The suit 
was not proceeded with at the time, because the mastership of the 
Hospital was vacant, and Richard desired to call the master to warrant 
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his title. The dispute was settled in 1264, after the death of Richard de 
Hexham, when his son, then a minor, quitclaimed the land to the 
Hospital, and pledged his land adjoining as security for ratification when 
he arrived at full age (nos. 38, 39). At the same time the master and 
brethren assured the land to Roger son of Guy (no. 42). 

John eapellanus, of deeds nos. 63 and 64, was probably the sir John 
Samson who witnessed the deed of Arnald Bucel (Dendy, jesmond, p. 29; 
Brit. Mus., Wolley Charters, v, no. 4).

Walter son of Nicholas de Foleteby and of Cristiana his wife, other¬ 
wise Walter the deacon (no. 44) was a grandson of Thorald de Lundoniis, 
also known as Thorald de Novo Castello, and Thorald de Foleteby. to 
whom Geoffrey, bishop of Durham (1133-40) granted the vill of Follonsby 
( Feod. Pri. Dun., p. 112) and to whom Hugh bishop of Durham sold land 
between Tyne Bridge and Redheugh (ibid., p. 106). By his first wife, who 
was a daughter of Lessinus of Cleadon, and had died before 1186, Thorald 
had a son, Helias clericus. Nicholas seems to have been a son of his 
second wife, Agnes. Several deeds relating to the family dealings with 
Follonsby and other lands are in the Durham Treasury and enrolled in 
the Cartularium secundum. Some of these are printed in the Feodariuvn. 

The John son of Odard mentioned here must not be confused with 
John son of Odard the sheriff of Northumberland. He appears to have 
been a son of Odard son of Richard of Pilgrim street who had a grant of 
land from the Hospital (no. 83) to which Helias uncle of Walter the 
deacon was a witness. 

Walter the deacon is mentioned in the Pipe Roll of 1204 (Mag. Rot. 
Pipoe, col. 89).

A predecessor of Alice de Grenville, probably her uncle Nicholas de 
Grenville, was enfeoffed by Henry I of a barony later known as the 
barony of Jesmond, situated partly north and partly south of the Coquet 
(Book of Fees, i, p. 203). Nicholas was possessed of the barony at the 
date of king Henry’s death (Mag. Hot. Pipce, col. 303), and between the 
years 1140 and 1152 gave the church of Ellingham, with land in Cram¬ 
lington and a fishery in the Tyne to the monks of Durham (Feod. Pri. 
Dun., pp. 99, 103). He probably died before 1152. for his nephew 
William de Grenville, to whom the barony descended, occurs as a 
witness to a deed of Henry, Earl of Northumberland (no. 68). William 
granted to Durham Priory a fishery in the Tyne called Pottershihera 
(i.e., Potter yare) at the eastern boundary of Newcastle (Surtees Durham, 
ii, p. 114; Feod. Pri. Dun., p. 104); he also gave land in Jesmond to 
Tyne Bridge (nos. 94, 95). A payment by him is recorded in the pine 
roll for the year ending Michaelmas 1161 (4 Pipe Roll Soc., p. 23), and in 
the Chancellor’s roll for the following year (the pipe roll is missingl his 
heirs are charged with relief (5 Pipe Roll Soc., p. 11). He therefore 
died in 1161 or 1162, probably in February 1162 (Liber Vitce, p. 141) He 
left no issue, and the barony was partitioned between his two sisters, 
Mabel who married Ralph de Caugi I, and Alice who, as appears from 
the deed here printed, married Hugh de Ellington. Part of the barony 
came into the possession of Mabel de Grenville before her brother’s 
death, for her husband confirmed the above mentioned gift of Ellingham 
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church while Absolon was prior of Durham ( Feoa. Pri. Dun., p. 100), i.e., 
between 1154, and 1156, by which latter year Absolon had died or resigned 
(Farrer, EarLy Yorkshire Charters, no. 958n). The date of the death of 
Kalph de Caugi is not known; it has been suggested that he died before 
1157 ( N.C.H., ix, p. 97), though the charge against his son Ralph de 
Caugi II, in 1162, of 40 marks instead of 20 marks, for relief (5 Pipe 
Roll Soc., p. 11) suggests the possibility that Ralph I died immediately 
after his brother-in-law William in 1161 or 1162, involving the payment 
of relief on two successions. 

Hugh de Ellington was dead by 1180, when Mabel de Grenville and 
her son Ralph were charged with relief on one and a half fees (29 Pipe 
Roll Soc., p. 142). 

Notices of the family of de Grenville are given in Feod. Pri. Dun., 
p. 99; Arch. Ael., 2 ser. xix, p. 31; 3 ser. i, p. 31; N.C.H., ii, p. 225; 
ix, p. 97; see also notes to nos. 48 and 94, post. 

With regard to date, the witness Gerard, reeve of Newcastle, followed 
Asketin who held office between 1162 and 1166 (see appendix). Hugh de 
Ellington was dead by 1180, as above stated. This deed must therefore 
fall within the period 1163-80. The witness Fuico Joibert occurs in 1166 
(9 Pipe Roll Soc., p. 76).

The witness Hugh de Morwick, son of Ernald de Morwick succeeded 
his father in 1177 (26 Pipe Roll Soc., p. 84).

Walter Albus is named in the Pipe Roll for 1185 (34 Pipe Roll Soc., 
p. 151). In the Liber Vitae (p. 104) his name, with that of his wife, is 
followed apparently by the names of their children including a daughter 
named Agnes. Juliana daughter of Agnes Blanche (no. 4) was possibly a 
grand-daughter of Walter and Matilda. 

The first witness to this deed appears to be Gerard the reeve of 
Newcastle, who held office as early as 1177 (see Appendix) though he is 
not elsewhere described as ‘ de Lundoniis.’ Of the other witnesses Robert 
son of Elfled witnessed a charter of William de Grenvill before 1162 
(Feod. Pri. Dun., p. 104); Ralph de Eilesham occurs in the pipe roll for 
1178 (27 Pipe Roll Soc., p. 61) and Reginald eon of Lewin was party to a 
fine assuring land in Pandon in 1202 (Feet of Fines, case 180, file 2, 
no. 38).

This grant to the Knights Templars (of lands which afterwards came 
to the Hospitallers of the preceptory of Chibburn if the marginal note 
be correct) appears to relate to land about which there was a subsequent 
dispute between the Knights Hospitallers and S. Mary's Hospital. The 
custody of the deed was probably transferred to the Hospital on the 
settlement of the dispute in 1225 (no. 59). Nos. 54 and 67 seem to relate 
to the same land. 

Chibburn belonged to the Hospitallers before 1308, though the fact 
that a tenant of Chibburn lands at Howburn in the time of Edward I. 
was named Adam son of Robert Templeman suggests a possible associa¬ 
tion with the Templars at some earlier date (Raine, North Durham, 
appx. p. 116). 

Richard Bertram, the grantor, died about the year 1178 (27 Pipe Poll 
Sot., p. 61). Robert de Stutevill, the first witness, occurs frequently 
in the Pipe Rolls for Northumberland between 1168 and 1175. Robert de 
Amundevill, a tenant-in-chief of the Bishop in 1166 ( Red Book, p. 417) 
was succeeded by John de Amundevill between 1170 and 1174 (cp. Finchale 
Chart., p. 21 and Feod. Pri. Dun., pp. 124, 125). The execution of the 
charter may therefore be assigned to the period 1168-74. Richard Cruer 
witnessed a grant to John de Stutevill at about the same period (Brit. 
Mus. Lansdowne MSS., vol. 326, fo. 195). 

The presence of the names of so many Durham witnesses points to the 
execution of the deed at some place south of the Tyne, possibly at a 
County Court held in Sadberge. Cp. with this deed the charter of Roger 
Bertram printed in Feod. Pri. Dun., p. 156, witnessed by ‘Meldredus 
miles ejus,’ and by Chamberleng, whose name occurs twice. The name 
of Chamberlene occurs, with other Gateshead names of the 12th century, 
in the Liber Vitce (p. 35).

Robert de Carew paid scutage in 1172 (18 Pipe Prill Soc., p. 67), but was 
dead bv 1179 when his son Peter Carhop paid 100s ‘ de relevio suo ’ (28 
Pipe Poll Soc., p. 28. This entry on the roll is omitted by Hodgson.). 
The witness Hugh de Morwick succeeded his father in 1177 (26 Pipe Poll 
Soc., p. 84), and Roger de Glanvill occurs as keeper of the castle of 
Newcastle for the first time in 1176 (25 Pipe Poll Soc., p. 137). The date 
of the deed may therefore be fixed with tolerable certainty within the 
limits 1176-79. 

The land here dealt with was apparently a burgage holding in 
Newcastle pertaining to the knigh+’s fee of the Carews in Seaton Carew 
and Owton in the wapentake of Sadberge (9 Sur. Soc., p. lx), which was 
then a part of Northumberland. 

The deed was executed at a County court held at Newcastle. For 
another early reference to the holding of a County court in the town see 
Vita Oswini, 8 Sur. Soc., p. 44, and cf. Practon’s Notebook, no 895.

The date of this deed falls after 1203 when William de Byker, the 
father of the witness Nicholas de Byker, was still living (Mag. Rot. Pipas, 
col 96) and before 1227, by which year Hugh son of William son of 
Benedict was dead (Book of Fees, i, p. 372). It appears to have been 
executed shortly before no. 64. 

There is here a much later instance of an ‘affidatio in manu ’ than any 
cited by Round (Geoffrey de Afandeville, p. 384).

Daniel son of Nicholas was appointed coroner in July, 1221 (Excerpta e 
Rot. Fin., i, p. 67). He was constable of the castle of Newcastle from 
January 1221 to February 1223, and Robert de Whitchester was sheriff of 
Northumberland during about the same period. While holding office as 
constable Daniel is described as ‘ Daniel constabularius ’ (no. 54) and this 
deed in which he is described as ‘ Daniel coronarius ’ was probably 
executed shortly after he ceased to be constable.

‘ Malg’ Hugone ’ seems to be an error for ‘ Magistro Hugone.’ This 
deed affords the only evidence of Hugh the reeve of Newcastle. If Robert 
son of Brien, the first witness, be the same person as Robert de Kent, sub¬ 
sheriff, the date of the deed would be 1203-1206. Osbert cementarius 
was mason at Bamburgh in 1130 (Mag. Rot. Scaccarii, p. 35) and one 
Maurice was mason at the building of the Keep of Newcastle in 1175 
(22 Pipe Roll Soc., p. 184); it is not possible however to identify them 
with certainty with the persons named in this deed.

Bourne refers to this document as a charter of Richard I, and gives a 
short extract from it in a marginal note (p. 31). Above the enrolment in 
the Liber cartarum, in a handwriting apparently of the eighteenth 
century, is written, ‘ Richard son of the King of Scotland,’ and in a 
marginal note in sixteenth century caligraphy ' Memorandum quod ista 
carta est pro le Nunfeld in le commune more alias diet’ Nunhouse.’ 

Henry, son of David, King of Scotland, obtained the Earldom of 
Northumberland in 1139. Though the records as to the date of his death 
are divergent, the date given in the Holyrood Chronicle, 12 June, 1152, is 
no doubt correct ( Chron. Sancte Crucis, p. 31). As this charter was 
executed on 22 June, its date must lie between 1139 and 1151. The name 
Willelmo Masculo Heluin among the witnesses is undoubtedly corrupt. 
It may be intended for ‘ Willelmo Mesnillo Hermeri ’ (Meynhermer). 
This name suffered many strange distortions, see e.g. 2 Newcastle Becords 
Ser., index s.v. ‘Meynhermer’; Bracton’s Notebook, no. 1096. 

This and the following three documents (nos. 68-71) are not in the 
same handwriting as the preceding enrolments. At the end of no. 69 is 
the following note ‘ iste ij littere predicte sunt inter facta monialium 
sub cera in ecclesia Sancti Bartholomei de Novo castello.’

Leland makes reference to this charter, and gives the names of some of 
the witnesses (Collectanea, 1774 ed., i, p. 41). It is partially printed in 
Bourne (p. 48n.), but the reference to the land of Toche of Durham, the 
name of the first witness, and the place at which the charter was given, 
are omitted. Bourne’s version was copied by Brand (i, p. 206n.), and the 
editors of the Monasticon (Caley’s edition, iv, p. 488) copied it from 
Brand. Eyton quotes the names of the witnesses from the Monasticon, and 
assigns to the charter the date 1175 ( Court and Itinerary of Henry II, p. 
194. On the subject of Eyton’s methods of dating see Round in 64 
Archceol. Jour., p. 63). 

Chivilli, at which the charter was given, is Quevilly near Rouen (36 
p. 47). 

A comparison of the names of the witnesses to this deed with those of 
witnesses to charters printed in Delisle and Berger, Recueil des Actes de 
Henri II, under dates 1166-73, leads to the conclusion that those limits 
of date may be applied here. 

Henry, abbot of Fecamp, the first witness, was Henry de Soliaco, 
nephew of King Stephen. He was Abbot from 1140 to 1189 ( Ordericus 
Vitalis, ed. Forester, iv, p. 213). His anniversary was observed at 
Durham (Liber Vitoe, p. 138).

Indenture sunt appensa Datum die mense et anno domini supra- 
dictis ( Lib . cart. 70) 

Bourne (pp. 32, 33) gives a faulty translation of some portions of this 
inventory. 

In the second item in the list the meaning of ' cum vernaculis aureis 
contextum ’ is not clear. ‘ Vernaculis ’ should probably read ‘ vermiculis/ 
the meaning being apparently ‘ woven with a vermicular design in gold.’ 
Cf. Ducange, ' Vermiculatas , id est more vermium decoratas.’ Bourne’s 
translation reads ' woven about with Golden Fringe.’ 

The reference to the altar of Saint Ninian adds one more record to 
the scanty evidences of the cult of that Saint in Northumberland (see 
Arch. Ael., 2 ser., xiii, p. 323; N.C.H., ix, p. 120).

This Bull of Pope Lucius III is not mentioned by Bourne, and it has 
hitherto remained unknown to local historians. The possessions of the 
Hospital at Caldecothe (Coldcoats?) have not been identified. 

Of the Cardinals here named, Jacquintus afterwards became Pope 
Celestine III; Bobo was succeeded by Stephen, vicar of Bamburgh, who 
later was appointed cardinal of the church of the Twelve Apostles. 


(B) Calendar of Deeds from other Sources. 

72.—1158. Charter of Henry II addressed to the Archbishop of 
York, the Bishop of Durham and the justices &c. of Northumber¬ 
land, both French and English. Grant and confirmation to God 
and the church of S. Mary and the hospital of Newcastle and the 
brethren serving God there, of all lands reasonably given to them, 
or which they might in future with the help of God acquire &c. 
Witnesses, William son of John, Simon son of Peter, Nigel de 
Brok, Durham. {Patent Rolls , 24 Edw. Ill, p. i, m. 20; Brand, i, 

p. 68). 

This is printed by Brand (i, p. 68) from an inspeximus of 12 April 
1350, which he dates 1351 (ib. p. 74). 

In a charter granted by King Henry to Hubert de Vallibus and dated 
at Newcastle, the three witnesses to this charter, which is dated at 
Durham, occur together and in the same order ( Cartas Antiquos , Boll no. 
28, printed in Nicolson and Burn, History of Cumberland , ii, p. 487, and 
Prescot, Reg. Wetheral, p. 418). Hubert de Vallibus was living in the 
year 1164 (7 Pipe Roll Soc., p. 2) but his son Robert had succeeded him 
in 1165 (8 Pipe Roll Soc., p. 54). The King was in the north in the 
year 1158, and was entertained bv Hubert when at Carlisle ( Roger de 
Hoveden, Rolls ser., i. p. 216; Great Roll of the Pipe, p. 119), and the 
above mentioned grant to him is assigned to that year by Eyton 
(Itinerary, p. 33) who does not however mention any charters tested at 
Durham. (See also Cumb. Pipe Rolls, pp. 6, 7, and Prescot, Reg. 
Wetheral, pp. 65, 301). 

A charter of Henry II dated at Durham is witnessed by the principal 
witnesses to the charter to Hubert de Vallibus and by Hubert himself, and 
four royal writs also dated at Durham are witnessed by William son of 
John, one of them also by Simon son of Peter (Cal. Chart., ii, p. 170; 
Gibson, Tynemouth, ii appendix, pp. 24-26; N.C.H., viii, p. 62). 

These evidences lead to the conclusion that the charter under considera¬ 
tion passed prior to 1165, and almost certainly in the year 1158. There 
appears to be no ground for the assertion (in Arch. Ael., 2 ser., xv, p. 194) 
that it is ‘ evidently contemporary * with the charter of Bishop Puiset 
(no. 73). 
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73.—c. 1183. Charter of Hugh, bishop of Durham, granting and 
confirming to the brethren of the Hospital of Newcastle all lands 
and tenures and alms reasonably granted to them, or which in 
future they might, by the help of God acquire. Witnesses, William 
the Archdeacon, Simon the chamberlain, Master Richard of 
Coldingham, Master William of Blois (Blesensi), William “filius 
Archiepiscopi,” William de Hoveden, Richard “ capellanus de 
Novo Castello,” Master Walter “ capellanus Episcopi,” Master 
Hamo, William the almoner. (F. M. Hospital deeds; Arch. Ael. 2 
ser. xv, p. 202). 

This and several others of the deeds in the possession of the Virgin 
Mary Hospital Trustees which are calendared below, are printed by 
Brand (i, pp. 68-75). 

The names of the witnesses to this charter point to its execution in 
the latter part of Bishop Puiset’s episcopate, and it seems probable that 
it was given at about the same time as the Bull of Pope Lucius (no. 71). 


74.—22 August 1252. Charter of Henry III, confirming to God 
and the church of S. Mary and the Hospital of Newcastle and to 
the master and brethren serving God there all lands and tenements 
which had been reasonably given to them which they then possessed 
(Charter Roll, 36 Hen. Ill m.5; Cal. Chart. 1226-57, p. 402). 


75.—8 January 1336. Inspeximus and confirmation by Richard, 
Bishop of Durham, of the Charter No. 73 ante. Gateshead. (F. M. 
Hospital deeds; Arch. Ael. 2 ser. xv, p. 204). 


76.—12 April 1350. Charter of Edward III, inspecting and con¬ 
firming Charter No. 72 ante. (Cal. Pat. 1348-50, p. 490; Brand, 
i, p. 69). 


77.—1246-56. Bond by Master Symon and the brethren of the 
Hospital of S. Mary of Westgate for the payment to the house of 
Brinkburn 3« yearly on Palm Sunday (Pascha Floridum) which 
they used to pay to Gilbert de Mora for a “ mansura ” which 
they held within the bailey (infra balliam) of Newcastle, which said 
3s the Prior and Convent of Brinkburn have of the gift of Bernard 
de Arenis. Sealed with the common seal of the hospital. Witnesses, 
“ dominus ” William Heron, sheriff, Robert de Camhou. John de 
Eslington (Brinkburn Chart, p. 176). 

See note to no. 40. 
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78.—Early 13th c. Grant in frankalmoin by Milo de Quictunstal 
to God and S. Mary and the master and brethren of the Hospital 
of S. Mary of Westgate in Newcastle for the health of his soul and 
that of his lord of a third part of his toft in the vill of Whittonstall 
(Quictunstal) towards the west, with 13 acres of arable land in the 
fields of the vill, together with his meadow at Langelandes and at 
Holmedwes and at Standandestan, with common of pasture of the 
said vill (Particulars of the arable land are set out). Witnesses, 
Robert de Neuham, Robert de Hindeleie, William his brother, 
Patric vicar of Bywell, “ dominus ” William de Percenei, dean, 
Stephen vicar of Tynemouth, Jordan, priest of Newcastle, Alan 
vicar of Ovingham, Hugh vicar of Welpington, Serlo de Herle. 
(Dur. Treas. M. €. 6907; Coll. Top. et Gen. iv, p. 81; N.C.H. 
vi, p. 184). 

This and the following deed are dealt with in the Northumberland 
County History (vi. pp. 183, 184). The approximate date has been given 
as the end of the reign of King John (Coll. Top. et Gen., iv, p. 81; Gibson, 
Tynemouth ii, appx. p. 171), 


79.—Sunday before the Translation of S. Thomas the Martyr (2 
July) 1368. Grant by William de Norton, master of the West 
Hospital (Hospitalis Occidentalis) of Newcastle and the brethren 
of the same place, to William de Menevill of all lands tenements 
and rents which they have in the vill of Whittonstall to hold of 
the chief lords of the fee &c for ever. Newcastle, in the said 
Hospital. The common seal of the town of Newcastle is said to be 
affixed because the seal of the grantors is to many unknown. 
(Dur. Treas. M. C. 6966a; Coll. Top. et Gen. iv, p. 89). 

For the will of William de Meneville, see 2 Sur. Soc., p. 29. 


80.—Same date. Same parties. A quitclaim of the same land. 
(Dur. Treas. M. C. 6966b). 


81.—Friday after S. Barnabas the apostle (13 June) 1343. 
Indenture testifying that John de Plescys has pledged to “ frer 
Jakes ” master of the hospital of Our Lady in the Westgate a 
vestment with a white chasuble and two towels, an altar towel 
with an embossed frontal and two white cloths, a grail, a proces¬ 
sionary and a martyrology, for repayment of 20s by three 
instalments at the gules of August, the feast of S. Andrew and the 
feast of S. John the Baptist then next ensuing. Newcastle. (Carta 
Ridleance, from a copy made by John Hodgson). 

This document is noted by Welford (i, p. 120). 
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g2.—c. 1236-1243. Grant and confirmation in frankalmoin by 
Adam de Neusum to the brethren of the Hospital of Saint Mary 
in Westgate of all lands which they hold in Newsham (Neusum), 
and quitclaim of a rent of 13rf. yearly of the farm of the said 
lands, for the health of his soul and the souls of his wife Eve and 
his ancestors and heirs. Witnesses, Walter Grafiard, Richard de 
Hereford, William de Stikelawe, John Maudut, Roger de Haliwell, 
Simon de Walteden, Peter Scot. (V.M. Hospital deeds; Arch. Ael. 
2 ser. xv, p. 202) 

This is a confirmation of a grant by Geoffrey de Neusum, father of 
Adam, coupled with a quitclaim of rent. (N.C.U., ix, pp. 203ff). Adam 
ce Neusum died by 1243. The deed reads as though his wife Eva (who 
was alive in 1236) was then dead, and if this be correct the limit of date 
is 1236-43, though the occurrence of the name of John Maudut, father 
of Godfrey Maudut (Ancient deeds, B4628) suggests the possibility of an 
earlier date. 

The Newsham lands remained in the possession of the Hospital until at 
least the 16th century. The following is an extract from a rental in the 
possession of the Newcastle Corporation compiled between 1550 and 1558 :—

‘Talenta’ probably means marks. Talentum interdum pro Libra et 
Marea sumitur (Ducange, Glossarium). 

84. —Early 13th c. Grant by Gerard procurator of the hospital of 
St. Mary the Virgin of Newcastle and the brethren there, to Robert 
“ cappellanus ” of Bingfeldthune, of 2 a. of land and the toft 
which Godfrey lord of Bingefeld gave to the hospital in frankal¬ 
moin for his soul and the souls of his predecessors, rendering to 
the hospital 12cZ yearly, at pentecost and Martinmas. Witnesses : 
Ralph the priest, Thomas the priest, of the hospital, Jurdan priest 
of St. John’s, Hugh the clerk, John de Vilers, Malgerus the clerk, 
John his son, Daniel, Richard de Arderne, William his brother. 
(V. M. Hospital deeds; Arch. Ael. 2 ser. xv, p. 203) Brand, i, 
p. 71). 

The Bingfield lands of the Hospital are described in the rental of 
1550-58 as in the tenure of Widow Stone, at a rent of 8 d. 
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85.—Late 13th c. Confirmation by Robert son of Geoffrey of 
Whickham to the master and brethren of the hospital of St. Mary 
of Westgate of a grant by William son of Gerard of Whickham, 
for the health of his soul and the souls of his ancestors, to the 
said master and brethren, of one pound of pepper and one pound 
of cumin, to be received yearly at the feast of St. Cuthbert in 
September, from all his lands in Whickham. The said Robert 
grants that they shall receive the said two pounds of pepper and 
cumin in his capital messuage in Whickham at the said feast of 
St. Cuthbert for ever. Witnesses : John Marmeduck, William de 
Farneakres, Alexander de Trifford, Gilbert Gategang and John 
his brother, John de Birteley, John de Kybleworth, Thomas de 
Yel’ton, William de Redhow, Gilbert his son. ( V. M. Hospital 
deeds; Printed in Arch. Ael. 2 ser. xv, p. 203). 

The Whickham lands were in 1550-58 in the tenure of Stephen Sotheron, 
and a few years later, of Matthew Ray rues, at a rent of 12s. 


86.—Thursday before the feast of St. Peter in Cathedra, 1343 
(19 February, 1344) Quitclaim by Johanna, widow of Nicholas de 
Ellirker of Newcastle upon Tyne, to the master and brethren of the 
hospital of St. Mary the Virgin, of all lands in Newcastle which 
came to her as dower after the death of Nicholas her husband, 
which the said master and brethren have of the grant of the said 
Nicholas. Witnesses: Richard de Galoway, mayor, William de 
Acton, John Wodeman, Thomas Flemyng, Robert de Penreth, 
bailiffs. (F. M. Hospital deeds; Arch. Ael. 2 ser. xv, p. 204; 
Brand, i, p. 73). 

The earliest record of Nicholas de Ellirker is in 1309 when he gave a 
receipt to agents of a merchant of the Society of the Bellardi for £196 
owing to him (Dur. Treas., M.C. 4064). In 1311 he was one of the collec¬ 
tors of the murage of the town. (Cal. Pat., 1307-13, p. 359.) 

The chantries of S. Katherine in the church of S. Nicholas were 
founded by him in conjunction with his brother John de Ellirker, and 
with Laurence de Dunelmo, John’s executor, and Stephen Bridok, executor 
of John’s widow Matilda (Inqs. ad. q. d., files 136, no. 23; 157, no. 20; 160, 
no. 12; 196, no. 3; 274, no. 13; Cal. Pat. passim). 

Ellirker obtained licence to grant rent in Newcastle to the brethren 
of the Hospital in 1333 (Inq. ad. q. d., file 226, no. 11; Cal. Pat, 1330-34, 

p. 488). He gave them a messuage instead of, or in addition to the rent, 
and they obtained licence to hold the same in mortmain in 1351 (Inq. ad 

q. d., file 300, no. 9; Cal. Pat., 1350-54, p. 58). Heeds nos. 31-35 appear to 
be his title deeds to the property. 

He had died by 1358, leaving a son Nicholas, his heir (Cal. Pat., 1358-61, 
p. 119). At the time of his death he owned land in Byker, Kenton and 
South Middleton, (ibid.) 
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87. —Saturday after the feast of St. Valentine 22 Edw. Ill, 13.47 
(16 February, 1348), Grant by Gilbert Paumer to the master and 
brethren of the hospital of St. Mary the Virgin of a messuage and 
10 a. of land in the vill of Newebiggynge on the moor, which he 
had of the gift of Richard Paumer his uncle. Witnesses : Robert 
de Raymes sheriff of Northumberland, Robert de Fenwyk, John 
de Devielesdon, John de Whitchestre, Richard Scot, Gilbert Scot. 
Newbiggin on the Moor. (F. M. Hospital deeds; Arch. Ael. 2 ser. 
xv, p. 204; Brand, i, p. 73)-. 

The Hospital on 20 March, 1351, obtained licence in mortmain to retain 
these lands. They held other land in Newbiggin of the gift of John de 
Emeldon (Cal. Pat., 1350-54, p. 58).

Demise 
to fee farm, by chirograph, by Brother William de Burnham, 
Prior and master of the Hospital of the blessed Mary the Virgin 
in ‘ le Westgate ’ in Newcastle and the brethren (confratres) of 
the same place, with their unanimous will and assent, to John 
Whyte, draper and bui'gess of the same town, his heirs and 
assigns, of a messuage with three shops in front of the same, 
before the great gate of the Castle in the said town, between a 
messuage of Agnes Snell on the north, and a messuage of Robert 
Bullok on the south; to hold of the chief lords of the fee on the 
following conditions: the said John Whyte his heirs and assigns to 
pay yearly to the grantors 37s at Pentecost and S. Martin in winter 
by equal portions, or within 40 days after any of the said terms. 
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Powers to distrain and re-enter; warranty. Witnesses, Robert 
de Chirden, mayor, Robert Gabifore, sheriff, Richard Rede, John 
Kernour, William Helmesley. Newcastle, in the Chapter House of 
the grantors ( V. M. Hospital deeds; Arch. Ael. 2 ser xv, p. 206) 
Endorsed : Pixide H. Nu° 6°. 


90.—10 May 1415. Grant by deed poll from John Colman son 
and heir of Thomas Colman deceased, to Richard de Dalton his 
heirs and assigns, of two tenements lying together in the street 
called Alhalougate on the north of the church of All Saints, on the 
east of the churchyard, viz. a dovecote (columbare) held of West- 
spitell by 4.s of fee farm, and a waste tenement held of the said 
Westspitell by 1 ‘Id of fee farm; to hold of the chief lords of the fee 
by the services due «fee. Warranty. Sealed with the seal of the 
grantor and the seal of the mayoralty. Witnesses, Robert de 
Hibburn, mayor, William de Midelton, sheriff, William Jonson, 
John del Wall, John de Rodys. Newcastle. ( V. M. Hospital deeds; 
Arch. Ael. 2 ser. xv, p. 206) 

Thomas Colman was appointed collector of the pontage of the town in 
1390 (Cal. Pat., 1388-92, p. 359). 

Richard de Dalton, burgess, was owner of a house on the Quayside in 
1372 (Bowes Charters, no. 42). In 1419 he had pardon of outlawry for 
not appearing to answer the Master and Fellows of Balliol College, 
Oxford, in a plea of debt. (Cal. Pat., 1416-22, p. 220.) 


91.—-1416-17. Grant by deed poll from Robert de Kirkeby priest, 
to John de Fenwyk and Thomas de Pityngton, priests, their heirs 
and assigns, of two tenements in Pilgrim Street, one on the west 
of the street between a vennel leading to the gate of the Friars 
Minor on the south and a tenement formerly of John Aukeland, 
carpenter, on the north, the other situate on the east side of the 
said street, between tenements formerly of Simon Wright on the 
north and formerly of William Routh on the south, which said 
tenement formerly belonged to William Lang senior late burgess 
of Newcastle; to hold of the chief lords of the fee. Warranty. 
Witnesses, Roger de Thornton, mayor, Richard de Dalton, sheriff, 
William Johanson, John Wall, John Rodes. Newcastle. (V. M. 
Hospital deeds; Edward Moises’ Notebook) 

John de Auckland was a bailiff in 1391, and collector of the pontage in 
1387, 1395 and 1397. He had licence to embark forty pilgrims for 
Santiago in 1395 (Cal. Pat., 1391-96, p. 565). 

William Lang, burgess, was collector of the dues on export of coal, 
granted for the purpose of repair of the walls of the town in 1372. (Cal. 
Pat., 1370-74, p. 326.) 

This deed is endorsed in a later hand ‘nihil ad hospitale,’ but whether 
this is correct or not is not known. There is another deed in the posses¬ 
sion of the Hospital trustees which evidently does not refer to the 
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Hospital Estates. It is a grant in tail dated 7 January, 1421, by Richard 
Franke of Nonyngton in Rydayll and Robert Catryk of Kyrkedayll, 
priests, to John son of John Walkar of Farmanby and Beatrice his wife 
of a messuage, a toft and two bovates of land in Farmanby adjoining 
lands of ‘dominus* George Latemer, Edmund Ilastynges ‘miles’ and 
Leonard Hastynges ‘ miles.’ Endorsed ‘ Thornton.’ Nunnington and 
Kirkdale are in the wapentake of Ryedale in the North Riding. 

92.—1 January 25 Hen. VIII (1534). Indenture of demise to fee 
farm by Robert Davell, clerk, Archdeacon of Northumberland 
and master of the Hospital of the blessed Virgin Mary of the 
town of Newcastle to Thomas Heppell of the same town weaver, 
his heirs and assigns, of his tenement in Denton Chair, between a 
tenement of the Hospital in which Thomas Olever then dwelt on 
the east and George Hamplay on the west and from the King’s way 
on the south to a stone wall on the north; to hold of the chief 
lords of the fee, rendering yearly therefor to the said master and 
my successors (sic) 9s at the feasts of S. Martin in winter and 
Pentecost by equal portions. Powers to distrain and re-enter; 
covenant by grantee to repair; warranty. Newcastle. (V. M. 
Hospital deeds; Edward Aloises’ notebook , p. 3; Arch. Ael. 2 ser. 
xv, p. 207).

INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 

From a passage in the Vita Oswini written by a Prior of Wymondham 
within fifty years after the death of William I, it appears that there was 
no bridge over the Tyne at Newcastle at the time of William the 
Conqueror’s expedition to Scotland in 1071, but that a bridge was to be 
seen there at the time at which the Prior wrote. 1 It may be inferred 
therefore that a bridge had been built before the end of the reign of 
Henry II. 2 * 

Records relating to the Bridge in the twelfth century are scanty. In 
1179 the Sheriff of Northumberland accounted for 12 s. 10 d. for a house 
upon the Bridge (28 Pipe Roll Soc., p. 28; this item is omitted from the 
copy in Mag. Rot. Pipce) and in 1184 for 2s. for a booth (selda) upon the 
Bridge (33 pipe Roll Soc. p. 52). About the year 1200 Baldwin 4 with the 
head ’ granted land in Whickham to the Hospital of the Trinity in 
Gateshead which was charged with a rent of 8 d. to the Bridge (Brand, 
i, p. 464). 

Before 1162 the Bridge was possessed of land in Jesmond, and early 
in the thirteenth century there is a conveyance by 44 the keepers of the 
alms of the Bridge,” with the consent of the mayor, bailiffs and 
commonalty, sealed with the seal of the Bridge (no. 94). 

The chapel of S. Thomas the Martyr at the north end of the Bridge, 
generally described as 44 on the Bridge ” is not mentioned, in any record 
hitherto found, before the middle of the thirteenth century (no. 136). 
though if the reference to Simon 4 capellanus de Ponte ’ about the year 
1223 (no. 63) may be taken as evidence of the existence of the chapel at 
that time, the building must have been contemporaneous with, or only 
little later than the chapel of S. Thomas on London Bridge. The Chapel 
of S. Thomas the Martyr on Bedford Bridge was not erected until the 
fourteenth century. 

There were three chantries established in the chapel, dedicated to S. 
Mary the Virgin, S. Katherine and S. Anne (no. 11 note, nos. 136, 212, 213 
and note; 22 Sur. Soc., appx. p. lxxix; Brand, i, p. 32). 

Until early in the fifteenth century, when the Bishop of Durham 
established the right of ownership of the southern one third part of the 
Bridge the whole seems to have been under the control of the town of 
Newcastle, subject to a general supervision by the king’s officers.

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Gifts of land and rents were made “to God and the Bridge of Tyne 
of Newcastle” (nos. 94, 145), “to the work of the Bridge of Tyne” 
(no. 102), “to the Bridge of Tyne at Newcastle (no. 118), “for the main¬ 
tenance of the Bridge of Tyne” (nos. 126, 127), “to sir William Spyn 
priest, keeper of the chapel of S. Thomas the Martyr and of the Bridge 
of Tyne of the town of Newcastle upon Tyne ” (No. 158), “ to God and 
S. Thomas and the work.of the Bridge of Tyne in Newcastle” (no. 178). 
Other expressions occur, but whatever the form of the assurance, the 
property was managed and dealt with by officers of the Bridge who were 
appointed by the commonalty of the town (no. 103) and in almost every 
instance their grants of Bridge property contain an express statement 
that the grant is made with the consent of the commonalty, or of the 
mayor, bailiffs and commonalty. In one case (c. 1230-40) a grant was 
made, not by the officials of the Bridge, but by the bailiffs and burgesses, 
who evidenced their act by affixing the seal of the Bridge and the common 
seal of the town (no. 137). Another of about the same date was made by 
the mayor, bailiffs and burgesses, and bore the seal of the Bridge only 
(no. 134). 

The chief officer or officers of the Bridge were styled keepers (custodes) 
or proctors. In a rental compiled towards the end of the fourteenth 
century (Lib. Cart., fo. 100), it is said that Robert Tabler, priest, keeper 
of the Chapel of S. Thomas, occupied a tenement assigned to him by the 
proctors of the Bridge. In 1370 the income of the Bridge was said to be 
divided equally between the keeper of the chapel and the master-builder 
of the Bridge (Brand, i, p. 33). From these records it would appear 
that at the end of the fourteenth century the offices of proctor of the 
Bridge and keeper of the chapel were separate appointments, though 
before that period there is no clear indication that the two offices were 
separate and on Tabler’s resignation his successor was appointed keeper 
of the chapel and proctor of the Bridge (no. 208). 

The revenues of the Bridge and Chapel from lands and rent charges 
were not the only source from which money was obtained for their main¬ 
tenance. In 1237 and 1245 repairs of the Bridge were paid for by the 
Sheriff of Northumberland and charged in his eompotus (Maq. Bot. 
Pipoe, cols. 182, 206). Grants of pontage were from time to time obtained, 
and money was collected by means of indulgences, of which we have the 
following records: — 

Between 1218 and 1233, by Hugh, bishop of Carlisle (No. 179). 

18 September, 1256, by Walter, bishop of Durham (Bourne, p. 128). 

13 September, 1257, by Sewal, archbishop of York (Bourne, p. 129). 

9 August, 1263, by the Archdeacon of Northumberland (No. 163). 

6 September, 1277, by Walter, bishop of Rochester (Bourne, p. 128). 

Between 1297 and 1304, by Andrew, bishop of Caithness (Bourne, p. 
129). 

8 November, 1376, by Thomas de Hatfield, bishop of Durham (Hunter 
MS, no. 143). 

11 August, 1429, by Thomas Langley, bishop of Durham (ib. no. 144). 

(no date), by a bishop of Waterford (Bourne, p. 129). 

There is no evidence to show how the income of the foundation was 
dealt with during the earlier period of its history. From the terms of the 
appointment of John Croft in 1427 (No. 208) it appears that the keeper 
was then paid by salary and that it was his duty to collect the rents and 
to account for them to the auditors of the Mayor and commonalty. Rents 
of other lands called Briglands and Woodmanlands were available for the 
purposes of the charity, but were not collected by the keeper. The 
Briglands were possibly lands which had been given, as endowments of

the Bridge, to the Mayor and commonalty and not to the keepers of the 
Bridge. As evidence of such a benefaction may be cited the licence 
granted in 1394 to John Coket of Newcastle to give land and rents to the 
Mayor bailiffs and commonalty in aid of the repair of the Bridge ( Inq . 
ad. q. d. file 423, no. 6; Cal. Pat. 1391-96, p. 531; Brand, i, p. 42). 

As late as the year 1498 there is evidence of the continuance of the 
office of keeper of the Bridge (No. 211) but by 1535 it appears to have been 
abolished, as in that year George Carr is designated as master of the 
Chapel only (No. 213). Possibly the passing of the Statute of Bridges in 
1530 may have been the reason for the change. 

In 1537 John Brandling succeeded Carr as master and keeper of the 
Chapel (No. 214). His salary was to be paid out of the Chapel and 
Bridge lands, and was charged not only upon those lands but also upon 
the Briglands and Woodmanlands. The celebration of services in the 
Chapel is the only duty specified in the appointment. By virtue of his 
office the lands of the Chapel and Bridge were vested in him (No. 215) 
though he was not responsible for the collection of the rents. In dealing 
with the property of the foundation he used the seal of the keeper of the 
Bridge (ibid). 

In 1220 the Bishop of Durham complained to the justices in eyre that 
a brattice and a gate had been erected upon the Bridge upon his land, 
and four knights were sent to view, who reported “ that verily there is 
a brattice raised upon the Bridge so that six-sevenths of the water of 
Tyne is within the brattice and the town of Newcastle upon Tyne, and 
that under the brattice there is a swing bridge, and that across the 
bridge on the bishop’s dry land there is a gate raised.” 3 

Apart from this record, and a statement in an inquisition taken 
before the Sheriff of Durham in 1336, in which it was found that the 
town of Newcastle had built on Tyne Bridge to its southernmost 
extremity, robbing the Bishop of his soil and inheritance (Surtees 
Durham, ii, p. 110) there is no evidence of any dispute between the 
Bishop and the town of Newcastle, concerning the ownership of the 
Bridge, until 1410. 

In the Parliament of that year Thomas Langley, bishop of Durham, 
presented a petition in which he alleged that a moiety of Tynesbrigg 
adjacent to Gateshead had been in the seisin of his predecessors as of 
the right of the Church of S. Cuthbert until, in the second year of the 
consecration of Bishop Fordham (1382-88) William Bishopdale mayor, 
and the bailiffs and commonalty of Newcastle began to build 
a tower on the said moiety of the bridge, which was completed 
in the time of Fordham’s successor, Walter Skirlaw (1388-1406), and

The first membrane of the Assize Roll is undated; on the second 
membrane is a note “ Assise de Comitatu Ebor’ anno quarto sed nescitur 
utrum de tempore Regis Ricardi vel de tempore [Regis] Johannis,” and 
another in a much later hand Assise de Comitatu Ebor’ tempore 
Henrici 3 cii ”; on m. 3 is written “ de comitatu Ebor anno iiij to,” 
The correct date seems to be 4 Henry III, 1220. 
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further that they took away from the bridge certain stones lying as 
metes and bounds between the county of Durham and the town of 
Newcastle. The petition was referred to the latin side of the Chancery, 
and a writ issued to the Mayor, Sheriff and commonalty of Newcastle on 
18 June 1411. An attempt was made to settle the dispute, and a deputa¬ 
tion from Newcastle met the Bishop and his Council in the Chapter 
House at Durham on New Year’s day (25 March) 1412. The representa¬ 
tives of Newcastle were William Langton, mayor, Roger Thornton, 
William Jonson, John Paulyn, John By well, William Esyngton, Robert 
Chirden, William Redmershill, Robert Hebburn, William Midilton, John 
Wall and Robert Swynburn, and in settlement they offered severally to 
take the oath following: — 

I say be myn othe that the fraunchis and Jurisdiccion temporell 
of seynt Cutbert of Duresme and of Thomas Bisshop of the Kirke of 
Seynt Cutbert of Duresme and of his predecessours sumtyne Bisshopes 
of the same Kirke extends hym out of the ton of Gatesheved toward 
the ton of the Newcastell in the hegh way that lies over the Brigge 
to a plas that is calde Jargonhole and no ferrer on the same Brigge 
in the way toward the ton of Newcastell fro the forsaide ton of 
Gatesheved and at the predecessours of the same Bishop ne thair 
Ministres in thair name has no forther rightfully used Jurisdiccion 
temporell on the same brigge. 

The Chancellor adjudged that the proposal was not acceptable, and 
directed the town to make further reply ( Placita in Cancellaria, file 27, 
no. 2; Arch. Ael. 1 ser, iii, p. 30). 

In the first Parliament of Henry Y the Bishop presented another 
petition in similar terms, which was also referred to the Chancery. After 
many adjournments and lengthy pleadings the trial took place in the 
quindene of Michaelmas 1416, with a jury of Cumberland and Westmor¬ 
land, who found that the Bishops of Durham were seised of one third 
part of the Bridge, in the town of Gateshead, extending towards the 
south from the place where the stone called Cuthbert Stone used to lie. 
and the damages due to the Bishop for the removing of the said stone 
and for the disturbance of the franchises jurisdictions and jura regalia 
of the Bishop were assessed at forty marks ( Placita in Cancellaria, file 
24, no. 7; Newcastle Black Book, fo. 125 ff). 

Following on the judgment the Sheriff of Westmorland was directed 
to deliver seisin to the Bishop, and accordingly on 28 January 1417 
possession was given to the Bishop’s seneshal, his Chancellor and his 
Sheriff, to whom he had issued letters of attorney dated 26 October 1416 
(Newcastle Black Book, fo. 138). 

In 1611 King James I refounded the Hospital of S. Mary Magdalene 
of Newcastle, and by the charter of refoundation the Chapel of S. 
Thomas and its possessions were annexed to that Hospital. Some of the 
Tyne Bridge lands, in addition to the Chapel, were acquired by the 
Magdalene Hospital by virtue of this grant, but is seems that a con¬ 
siderable portion of the estates was lost. A notebook in the possession 
of the Corporation of Newcastle, kept by Dr. Jenison the first master of 
the new foundation, contains evidence of the difficulty which he experi¬ 
enced in tracing and obtaining possession of the endowments of his 
Hospital, a difficulty which was accentuated by the fact that none of the 
title deeds were to be found in the town’s hutch. 

The following is a list of the keepers of the Bridge and Chapel, so 
far as their names are known : — 

Ailred f de ponte *? c. 1150 (No. 1). 

Simon, ‘ capellanus de Ponte ’ occurs about 1223. (No. 63). 

John ‘ filius Decani’ and Bartholomew son of William son of 
Benedict, keepers of the alms of the Bridge of Tyne, c. 1220-30 (No. 
94).

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Laurence ‘ capellanus ’ and Adam ‘ clericus ’ were keepers of 
the Bridge, c. 1251-59. (Nos. 106, 144.) 

Laurence alone continued in office until 1272 (Nos. 140, 163); 
Proc. Soc. Antiq. Newc., 3 ser. ii, p. 83). 

Richard de Northfolc priest, and Hugh de Londoniis succeeded 
Laurence in 1272 or 1273 (Nos. 96, 100) and continued until 1276 or 
later (No. 111). 

Robert Mitford was keeper by 1279 (No. 120) and held office 
until 1281 or later (No. 129). 

Henry Schaleby priest, Adam Jargun and Roger Paytevin were 
keepers of the Bridge of the water of Tyne at a date between 1282 
and 1285 (No. 141). 

William son of Richard, priest, and William Russel, sailor, 
occur in 1288 or 1289, with the same title (No. 125). 

William de Stanhope, priest ( = William son of Richard?) occurs 
in 1290 or 1291 with the same title (No. 121). In no. 167 he is 
described as * sacerdos ac eciam custos capelle et pontis." 

William de Stanhope and Jordan, priest, were keepers in 1293 
(Assize Roll 650). 

William de Stanhope occurs again alone in 1297, when he is 
described as keeper of the chapel and the bridge (No. 99) and between 
1298 and 1300 (Nos. 110, 128). 

William son of Roger son of Richard, otherwise William 
styled son of Richard, otherwise William son of Richard, was 
keeper from 1304 to 1310 or later (Nos. 114, 103, 157, 130). 

Nicholas de Stockton, priest, was keeper of the chapel and 
bridge from 1323 to 1342 (Nos. 147, 187, 119, 159, 167). 

William Spyn, priest, occurs as early as 1344 (No. 177) and con¬ 
tinued until at least September 1368 (No. 171). In 1348 he is styled 
keeper of the Chapel and master of the Bridge (No. 154). 

Thomas Bentley, priest, was keeper before 1379 ( Placita in 
Calcellaria, file 12, no. 13; Proc. Soc. Antiq. Newc., 3 ser. iii, p. 207). 
He was living in 1387 (Arch. Ael., 2 ser. i, p. 30). See also no. 131, 
note. 

(William Rok, king’s clerk, had a grant from the king of the 
chapel on the bridge, for life, on 20 February 1392. Cal. Pat., 1391- 
96, p. 33). 

Robert Tabler, priest, was keeper probably before the end of 
the fourteenth century (Lib. cart., fo. 100) and resigned in 1427 (No 
208). 

John Croft, priest, was appointed keeper of the chapel and 
principal procurator of the Bridge on 26 January 1427 (No. 208), 
and, though he had become blind and impotent by 1457 (ib.), con¬ 
tinued in office until 1472 or later (No. 210). 

Thomas Scott, priest, was master or keeper of the chapel and 
the Bridge in 1498 (No. 211). 

George Carr, priest, was master of the chapel in 1535 (No. 213). 
See Brand, i, p. 35. 

John Brandling, clerk, was appointed master of the Chapel on 
30 August 1537 (No. 214) and occurs in 1540 (No. 215). Brand (i, p. 
35) gives the dates 1538 and 1541 respectively. 

Cuthbert Ellison occurs as master of the Chapel in 1557 (Brand, 
i, p. 35).

A short abstract of this deed is given in Bourne (p. 129). 

William de Grenvill before the year 1162 (see note to no. 45) gave 
land to the Bridge of Tyne in frankalmoin, on the condition that Gervase 
the physician and his heirs should hold the same of the Bridge in fee 
(No. 95). Tlalph Baard, who had married a niece of William de Grenvill, 
daughter of Hugh de Ellington, and Henry Bulmer whose father Robert 
had married Joanna, another daughter of Hugh, made an assurance to 
the Bridge of other lands in Jesmond in exchange for land given by 
Grenvill, on condition that Gervase or his heir should become tenant of 
the land so assured. It is not clear whether the grant' by Henry de 
Bulmer (No. 145) relates to this transaction or whether it was a separate 
grant of other land. 

Later, Adam de Jesmond, who had succeeded to lands of Baard or 
Bulmer, executed a charter (No. 95) which appears to be a confirmation 
of the exchange which his predecessor had effected, and by no. 94 the 
keepers of the Bridge, with the consent of the Mayor, bailiffs and 
burgesses confirmed to Gervase son of Ranulf, grandson of Gervase the 
physician, the land acquired by them in exchange from Bulmer and 
Baard. 
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Gervase the physician occurs as a witness to a deed of William de 
Grenvill ( Feod. Pri. Dun., p. 104n) and later (1162-66) to a deed of Roger 
son of Ranulf de Merlay (Dur. Treas., 4. 2. Spec. 34). Lands granted to 
him either by David king of Scotland or by his son Henry earl of 
Northumberland, escheated in 1166 (9 Pipe Boll Soc., p. 75). Land and 
a fishery at Whickham which had formerly belonged to him were granted 
by Bishop Puiset to Brinkburn Priory by a deed executed between 1166 
and 1174. (Brinkburn chart., p. 180). 

Gervase son of Ranulf, grandson of Gervase the physician, owned 
rents in Pandon (No. 205) and witnessed grants of land there (Nos. 182, 
188). He was succeeded by Henry Gervays (see note to no. 113).

From the names 
of the witnesses it would appear to have been granted about the year 
1200, and the name of the sheriff Ralph de Stauenesby, is probably an 
alias of Ralph de Furnellis who was sub-sheriff from Michaelmas 1200 
to Michaelmas 1203. 

The name “ dedriche ” seems to be perpetuated in the field name 
Didderidge or Dodridge (Dendy, Jesmond, pp. 23, 153 and map at p. 24).

The land here dealt with was an early possession of the bridge, for it 
was granted by the keepers to Hutred Kace (Hutred Pontenarius) early 
in the 13th century (no. 104). Hutred’s daughter Cristiana, by his first 
wife, quitclaimed ner prospective rights in the land, during her father’s 
lifetime, to her stepmother Alice and the latter’s son Thomas (no. 182). 
Hugh, a son of Hutred’s, also by his first wife, later sold his rights to 
his stepmother (no. 183). How the land became vested in Nicholas de 
Saws and his wife Ivetta is not known. Ivetta appears to have been the 
widow of Geoffrey ‘ tollenarius.’ 

The date is given by Bourne (p. 129) as 1269.

Thomas de Karliolo who witnessed a 
deed of the Prior of Tynemouth between 1208 and 1212 (Brand ii, p. 78) 
was probably their predecessor.

Henry Gervase succeeded, and was probably the son of Gervase son 
of Ralph (Nos. 205, 188, 133). He was supervisor, with John de Benton, 
of the repair of the Castle in 1271 (Mag. Hot. Pipes, col. 286). In 1279 
he was charged by de Benton’s daughter Joan with causing the death 
of her sister, but successfully pleaded Magna Carta, which prohibits an 
appeal by a woman concerning the death of another than her husband.

In a modern record among the muniments of the Duke of Northum¬ 
berland there is mention of “ The Earl of Northumberland’s house in 
the Close sometimes called the Earl’s Inn, given to Henry Lord Percy by 
one John Palliowe or Pallilowe, clerk, 23 Edward III, 1349.” 
‘Palliowe’ is evidently a misreading of ‘ Pulhore,’ and the house seems 
to have been conveyed to Henry, lord Percy, by John Pulhore, rector of 
Whickham, at the same time as a house in Pilgrim Street of which the 
conveyance dated 1 February, 1349 (1350) is enrolled in the Percy 
Chartulary (117 Sur. Soc., no. 816). 

The situation of the Earl’s Inn is described by Brand (i, p. 54); see 
also a reference to the ‘ Percy in ’ in 1425 in Arch. Ael., 3 ser. xiv, p. 
210. Bourne (p. 51) cites Sir Robert Shafto’s opinion that it was in 
Newgate, but gives the situation correctly at p. 126. 

The Earl’s Inn, forfeited with his other lands by the Earl of North¬ 
umberland in 1405, was in the same year granted by the king to his 
third son, John of Lancaster. (Cal. Pat., 1405-08, p. 40). It was not 
among the lands restored to Henry Percy, son of Hotspur, in 1415, for 
it was in the possession of John of Lancaster, then Duke of Bedford, at 
the time of his death in 1435 (Brand, i, p. 34, where ‘ 1445’ should 
read ‘1435’ and see Foreign Roll, 17 Hen. VI, M.). It had, however, 
been restored by 1471, when it was conveyed by the then Earl to 
William Blaxton.

John Sautemarays witnessed many Newcastle deeds in the middle of 
the thirteenth century.

The grantor of this deed was the widow of Matthew ‘ franciscus ’ 
(alias le Franeeys, Gallicus, de Novo Castro, de Castello) who was a 
‘prepositus’ with Peter Scot and others (No. 188). He was amerced in 
1219 for selling wine contrary to assize (Mag. Bot. Pipce, col. 121), and 
there are other entries on the pipe rolls in respect of similar offences by 
him between 1220 and 1235. In 1226 he petitioned the king for restoration 
of merchandise belonging to him in a ship arrested at Hartlepool (Hot. 
Litt. Claus., ii, p. 163).

Brether Chare otherwise Friar Minor Chare, Greyfriar Chare, Barefoot 
Friar Chare and now High Friar Street, led from the vicus fori near S. 
Andrew’s Church, to the house of the Greyfriars near the Pilgrim gate. 

Chare, f local name for a narrow lane alley or Wynd in Newcastle 
and some neighbouring towns; also for some country lanes and field 
tracks’ (Murray’s Dictionary). The word has not a latinized form, and 
in latin deeds is usually represented by venella, sometimes venellum 
Nos. 239, 248), and qrippa, anglice f vennel ’ and ‘ grip,’ to both of 
which words modern dictionaries assign the meaning of an open drain 
or gutter. Brether Chare is called the vennel of the Friars Minor as 
late as 1403 (No. 284). This deed (No. 144) contains the earliest known 
record of the use of the word ‘chare’ in the sense in which it is still 
used in the district. The twelfth century grant by William de Grenvill 
to the monks of Durham, of Pottershihera (see note to no. 45) has been 
generally taken to refer to a chare (e.g. Surtees, Durham, ii, p. 114; 
Murray’s Dictionary, s.v. ‘ chare ’), but the subject of that grant was 
undoubtedly a fishery called Potter yare; cf. the grant by the Prior of 
Tynemouth to William Sellarius of a part of a fishery called Accusihare 
(Augmentation Office, Miscellaneous Books, xlv, no. 204), though Brand 
prints the name Accusyare (ii, p. 78).

Henry de Bulmer, alias de Ferlington, was a son of Robert de Bulmer 
and of Joanna daughter of Hugh de Ellington (Dendy, Jesmond, pp. 
35, 38; Farrer, Earlii Yorkshire Charters, ii, pp. 127-129). He granted 
another portion of his lands in Jesmond to Tynemouth Priory by a 
deed executed late in the twelfth century (Brand ii, p. 77). He also 
gave to that priory part of a fishery in the Tyne called Accus yare which 
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was conveyed by the Prior and Convent to William Sellarius between the 
years 1208 and 1212 (see note to no. 144). 

The name Golecroft may possibly be traced in the modern Goldspink 
Lane.

Gilbert de Mitford, landowner in Newcastle and Mitford, was troner 
and pesour of wool in the port in 1332. By 1339 he had been succeeded 
by Thomas Fleming, who was later replaced by Nicholas de Karliolo, 
In 1343 Mitford again secured the office. In 1346, the king appointed 
John Queldrick, yeoman of the Chandlery, as troner, but in the following 
year Mitford had another appointment as troner in Newcastle and 
Hartlepool. In 1348 an order was issued, directing Mitford to deliver 
the trone or weighing beam to Queldrick, as before the last grant to 
Mitford, the office had been granted to Queldrick, which latter grant 
the king had not recollected. 

By 1351 Mitford was again troner, for in that year he was ordered to 
take the trone to Westminster and produce it to the Barons of the 
Exchequer. In the same year he was again superseded, and in 1353 was 
reappointed for the last time. On his death a short time afterwards, 
Robert de Penreth obtained the 'office (Cal. Pat. and Cal. Close, passim). 
Mitford was survived by his son Hugh, and by his widow Isabella, who 
by 1356 had married John de Howden, whom she also outlived (Cal. 
Pat., 1391-96, p. 545). 

A new tronage house was in course of erection on the Sandhill in 
1362 (Staple Roll, 36 Edw. Ill), but had not been roofed in by 1366 
(Cal. Pat., 1364-67, p. 206; Cal. Close, 1364-68, pp. 251, 252). It had how¬ 
ever apparently been completed by 1367 (Foreign Roll 42 Edw. Ill, B). 
It was furnished with a new weighing beam and weights made at Calais 
(Cal. Close, 1364-68, p. 4).

The land which is here described as having been given by Alan 
Woodman to the Bridge was possibly a part of the estates known as 
Woodmanlands, the rents of which formed part of the revenues of the 
Bridge and Chapel (No. 214). A fifteenth century rental called Wodman- 
rent is enrolled in the Liber Cartarum, fo. 109. For a reference to 
Wodmansland, see Arch. Ael., 3 ser. xiv, p. 210. 

Alan Woodman was living in 1269 (Arch. Ael., 2 ser. xxiv, p. 116), but 
had died by 1275. By his will he devised land in Newcastle which he 
had acquired by purchase, to his younger son Henry. On his death his 
eldest son Peter took possession of the land whereupon litigation ensued 
which involved a consideration of the custom of the town regarding 
devise of land acquired by purchase. (Cal. Pat., 1272-81, pp. 119, 140, 
182; Cal. Inq. ii, no. 149; Calendarium Genealogicum, p. 231). The 
purport of these proceedings was not understood by Wallis (Natural 
History of Northumberland, ii, p. 189) followed by Brand (ii, p. 143).

The land dealt with in this and the two following deeds is part of the 
fief granted by Bishop Flambard (1100-1128) to his nephew Bichard. 
In 1166 Biehard's son Geoffrey of Horden held 1$ fees of the Bishop in 
Yorkshire (Bed Book, i, p. 417). Either before or shortly after that 
date Geoffrey granted a portion of his lands in the County of Durham to 
his daughter Emma in frankmarriage on her marriage to Boger de 
Epplingden or Eppleton (Feod. Pri. Dun., pp. 18, 123). Tart of the fief 
was held by Robert de Bavensworth, younger brother of Geoffrey, by 
grant of his father or of his elder brother. Geoffrey died about 1195 and 
was succeeded by his son also named Geoffrey of Borden. Before 1208, 
and probably about 1205 when Geoffrey the younger had to defend a claim 
made by William de Laton (Lapsley, County Palatine of Durham, appx. 
I), Robert de Ravensworth quitclaimed to his nephew Geoffrey lands in 
Lamesley Borden Silksworth and elsewhere, and Geoffrey in turn con¬ 
firmed to his uncle lands in Ravensworth. 

As there were two priors of the Bospital of S. John of Jerusalem 
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named R. de Diva it is difficult to date deed no. 174 with certainty. It 
is probable that it was given by the earlier of the two, Raoul de Diva, 
who is known to have been prior by 1178, and had been succeeded by 
Gamier de Nablus by 1184. The second prior ‘ de Diva ’ was Robert, 
the extreme dates of whose priorate in England were 13 October, 1223, 
and 7 March, 1234. (See an elaborate note on these two priors in Hist. 
MSS. com.. Lord Middleton’s MSS, p. 37, since the publication of which, 
however, M. Delaville le Roulx has published vol. iv of his Cartulaire 
General de VOrdre des Hospitaliers de S. Jean de Jerusalem, which gives 
the result of further researches; see pp. 317, 321, 341).

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The first witness to this deed, Philip the Sheriff, was Philip son of 
Hamo, who occurs as Sheriff of Durham in 1X80 ( Finchale Chart, p. 4) 
having then recently been appointed ( Victoria County History, Durham, 
i, p. 313). As sheriff he witnessed a charter of Bishop Hugh in which 
King liichard and his wife are mentioned, which indicates a date later 
than May, 1191 ( Finchale Chart., p. 8). Philip most probably continued 
to hold office as sheriff until the death of the Bishop in March, 1195.

Meldred son of Dolfin was dead by 1195 (Mag. Hot. Pipes, col. 56, 
where the roll is dated 1196) and possibly before that date ( Antiquaries 
Journal, II, pp. 212, 217) though the evidence for his earlier decease is by 
no means conclusive.

Henry de Burneton, bailiff in 1264 and later, was a juror 4 de 
comitatu ’ at the Assizes in 1256 ( Northumberland Ass. B., p. 82). By 
his will, made after the statute of Mortmain 1279, he devised land and 
rent in Newcastle for the foundation of a chantry of S. Thomas of 
Canterbury in All Saints’ Church, without obtaining licence in mortmain 
The king’s pardon for this breach of the law was obtained at the instance 
of John Pulhore in 1334 {Cal. Pat., 1330-34, p. 547). An exemplification 
of the pardon was obtained in 1365 by John Akly, then priest of the 
chantry (Cal. Pat., 1364-67, p. 130). 

Burneton was dead by 1287, for by February in that year his widow 
Isolda had married Roger le Rede, or £ le Rus ’ (Inq. p. m. Edw. I, file 
49, no. 4; Exchequer of Pleas, Plea Roll 12, m. 40). 

In Trinity term 1291 Stephen son of Peter de Benton, a nephew of 
Henry de Burneton, brought an assize of mort d’ancestor against the 
widow and Roger le Rus her second husband, in respect of three messu¬ 
ages which Burneton had owned in Newcastle. The defendants called 
the mayor and bailiffs of the town, who deposed on behalf of the 
commonalty that from time beyond the memory of man, no assize of 
mort d’ancestor had been taken regarding tenements in the town, for 
the following reasons:—(i) If a woman having a burgage in the borough 
has a daughter by her first husband and a son by her second husband, 
the daughter inherits to the exclusion of the male issue of the second 
marriage, and this would be 4 inconveniens ’ if assize of mort d’ancestor 
should lie; (ii) King John by his charter granted that as to their lands 
within the borough (interioribus) they should have rights according to 
the customs of Winchester; and that no assize of mort d’ancestor lay for 
lands in Winchester. 

They also said that never, either before or after the granting of the 
charter, had any such assize been taken, but the justices always super¬ 
seded proceedings when they demanded their liberties and proffered King 
John’s charter. 

The plaintiff Stephen replied:—(i) That no assize of mort d’ancestor 
lies in respect of lands in the town which are devisable (que legari 
possunt), that is to say those which a person acquires by purchase; with 
regard to inherited lands, which cannot be devised, the assize lies. The 
lands he claims came to Henry de Burneton by hereditary right and by 
the same right they descended to him (Stephen); (ii) As to the customs 
of Winchester, he says that the burgesses of Newcastle have not the 
same customs, for in Winchester sons and daughters inherit equally, 
but in Newcastle a daughter does not share with her brother in the 
inheritance (non participat filia cum fratre suo de hereditate in eodem 
burgo); (iii) If the assize should not lie grave inconveniences would 
follow, as tne only other remedy would be a writ of right, and in such 
action the holder of the land could call a foreigner to warranty, and 
accordingly the parties would be adjourned to the next iter of the 
justices, and meanwhile the holder could waste the richest and noblest 
burgages. 

Ultimately the plaintiff sought and obtained leave to withdraw from 
his writ ( Coram P.ege Boll, 128, m. 21d.).

Valecines’ wife appears to have been Emma daughter of Hamo Sellarius, 
brother or son of William. The title of Robert de Yalecines was 
challenged by Diana’s brother Henry who brought a writ of right in the 
Town Court to establish his title (No. 201). 

Beatrice prioress of Holystone occurs in 1240 (Brinkburn Chart., p. 
120). Her successor Agnes occurs between 1261 and 1264 ( ib., p. 128) and 
in 1272 (Newminster Chart., p. 141).

208.—Monday after S. Hillary, 1426, 5 Hen. VI (20 January 
1427). Indenture testifying that the mayor and commonalty of 
the town of Newcastle upon Tyne have given and confirmed to 
John Croft, priest, the office of keeper of the free chapel of S. 
Thomas the martyr next the bridge of Tyne and the office of 
principal proctor of the work of the said bridge, vacant and 
in the gift of the said mayor and commonalty by the resignation 
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and surrender of Robert Tabler priest; to hold during his life in 
the manner and subject to the conditions following viz :—The 
said John is to reside in the manse (mansum) of the chapel, and 
is not to resign without leave of the patrons; to celebrate 
daily at the high altar and perform other divine service as other 
keepers were wont to do; to seek diligently and obtain the rents 
and fee farms of the lands belonging to the bridge and chapel; 
to render yearly a reasonable and faithful account to auditors 
appointed by the patrons of all moneys so received by him; to 
make due satisfaction of such receipts at the end of each account, 
even if moneys be received in excess of the farms in the name of 
salary or necessary repairs; in case the said rents and fee farms 
cannot be levied without impleading he is to implead the with- 
holders (detentores) thereof on the instructions of the Counsel of 
the patrons; he is to receive as salary yearly during the life of 
Robert Tabler, clear and beyond reasonable repairs of the said 
manse and chapel £6 6s 8 d and in addition yearly for payment 
to the said Robert during his life, of the alms of the patrons because 
the said Robert is broken with age and ill (senio confractus et 
secus existit) £3 13s 4 d, and after the death of Robert for the 
use of the said John yearly as his salary 10 marks (£6 13s id) at 
the feasts of Pentecost and S. Martin in winter by equal portions, 
to be allowed faithfully and in full as a first charge in his said 
account, if so be that the annual rents and fee farms actually 
coming to the hands of the said John amount to that value, and 
if there shall be received from other lands and tenements called 
Briglandes and Wodmanlandes sufficient to satisfy him and the 
said Robert fully with arrears. Power is. given to John and 
Robert to distrain for the said sums with arrears. If after the 
death of the said Robert the said John should fall into (incidere 
in) great age or blindness, infirmity or bodily weakness whereby 
he should be unable to perform and fulfil the said services and 
offices, then he should have yearly during his life as his proper 
salary, and for the sustenance of another fit priest there within the 
said chapel, under him, to fulfil and execute the said services 
discreetly and faithfully, £10 to be levied from the said lands 
tenements rents and possessions, at the terms and feasts aforesaid 
by equal portions, with power to distrain as aforesaid. If John 
should on his part infringe any of the said conditions, and should 
cease from performing such services for more than thirty days in 
any year without leave, his estate should cease and thereafter the 
Mayor and commonalty might resume the said offices into their 
hands as in their former state, and might place and put in there 
another priest. In witness the seals of the said mayor and 
commonalty, of John Croft and of Robert Tabler, William Ellerby 
then being mayor and Thomas Chirden sheriff. Witnesses: John 
del Wall, Laurence de Acton, Robert Whelpyngton.

and extending from the king’s way on the west, before, to the wall 
of the house of S. Michael of Wallknoll, behind, towards the east;

Indenture of grant and 
demise to fee farm by Thomas Scotte, priest, master or keeper of 
the Chapel of S. Thomas the martyr and of the bridge of the town 
of Newcastle upon Tyne with the consent of the mayor, sheriff, 
aldermen and the whole of the commons of the town, to John 
Bewik of the same town merchant, of a tenement in ‘ le Syde,’ 
between tenements belonging to the chapel on the south, and to 
the said John on the north, and extending from the king’s way, 
before, on the east, to another tenement belonging to the chapel, 
behind, and containing in length 24 tailor’s yards (xxiiij ulnas 
Anglice talyour yerdes) and in breadth towards the east 3§ yards 
and towards the west 4^ yards; to hold of the chief lords of the 
fee &c; rendering therefor yearly to the grantor and his successors

Indenture of grant and 
demise to farm by John Horsley, perpetual priest at the altar 
of the Virgin in the chapel of S. Thomas the Martyr on the 
bridge of Tyne, -with the consent of the mayor and burgesses, &c., 
to Thomas Gosyke, mariner, of Newcastle, of a tenement and 

garden on the long staire [between land of.] Hey of 

the city of London, fuller, on the south and a tenement belonging 
to John Brandling on the north and extending towards the castle 

moat on the east, before, to.on the west; to hold of the 

chief lords of the fee &c .; rendering therefor yearly to the grantor 
3s [6cf] at Martinmas and Pentecost by equal portions. Power to 
distrain and re-enter. (Dr. Jenison’s hook). 

In a note in the margin of this deed Dr. Jenison says:—“This is 
(as Matthewe Matfen told me Mrch iii 1632) that house on the west side 
of the long staires wch he lately sold to Robt. More housecarpenter & 
wch he hath newely built.” 

On a torn and stained scrap of paper in Dr. Jenison’s book is written 
the following, which appears to be a note of a deed relating to the 
same land: —

213.—26 August, 27 Hen. VIII (1535). Indenture of demise to 
fee farm by George Carr, priest, master of the chapel of S. Thomas 
the Martyr on the bridge of Tyne with the consent of the Mayor 
and commonalty, the true patrons of the said chapel, to William 
Carr of the said town merchant his heirs arid assigns of a shop 
in the tenure of the said William, situate under the house of 
Robert Hoppen on the south part, one solar called a seller under 
the house of John Styknet on the south of the said shop, one 
chamber formerly called Dawton’s chamber and one piece of land 
then in the tenure of the said William situate ih the fields of 
Whickham, in the south field; to hold of the chief lords of the fee, 
rendering therefor yearly 21s 8<7 at Pentecost and Martinmas by 
equal portions, viz., for one shop 4s, for the solar 6s, for the 
chamber 10s and for the piece of land 20 d. Covenant by grantee 
to maintain and repair; powers to distrain and re-enter; 
warranty. Sealed with the common seal of the town, and with 
the seals of the master of the chapel and of William Carr. 
Newcastle. (Dr. Je?iison , s book). 

Prefixed to his copy of this deed is a note by Dr. Jenison “ Mrch 11, 
1632 compleat my cosen Matthew Matfen shewed me the original deed 
made of Athy’s leases in Whickham feilds (as also of a shop sellar and 
chamber) all let together by George Carr Ma r of the Chappell &c. on 
the back of wch is written Mr. Dudley hath the counterpane of this 
lease wth the common seale at it.” 

On page 3 of his book Dr. Jenison writes:—“ Sir Lionel Maddison 
when he was sheriff tooke this remembrance out of John Richesons booke 
of Durham (where further search may be made) as followeth. One 
Henry Pillock and Thomas Dees hold 3 acres lands and 4 acres of 
medowe in Whicham of the Chappel of the Bridge in Henry the 4ths 
time.” 

Little is known of the Bridge lands or rents at Whickham. A part 
at least belonged to the chantry of S. Anne in the Chapel of S. Thomas, 
and was taken by the Crown. This was probably the land given by Roger 
de Thornton (Brand, i, p. 34). A fee farm rent of 10s charged on land 
at Whickham, formerly belonging to that chantry, formed part of the 
rents now known as the Noel Fee Farm Rents, which were vested in 
Francis, Lord Hawley and others as trustees for sale by Letters Patent 
of Charles II and the Statute 22 Car. II, cap. 6. (Close Roll , 24 Car. II, 
p. 36, no. 20) and became vested in one Edward Noel by purchase from 
Gabriel Roberts and others on 10 September, 1684. 

The expression ‘ a sollar called a seller * (unum solarium dictum a 
sellar) is unusual. A sollar was a room upstairs, and in a dwelling- 
house the term was generally applied to an upstairs living room or 
bedroom, a sellar or cellar was a ground floor room; see e.g. references 
to a house consisting of a sollar and a cellar (No. 262), and to a larger 
house consisting of a hall, probably at the front, with a sollar and cellar 
behind (No. 267). The sollar called a seller was probably a ground floor 
room which had been converted into a sollar or living room. 
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214. —Penultimate day of August 29 Hen VIII (30 August 1537) 
Indenture whereby Robert Brandelinge Mayor of Newcastle and 
the commonalty of the same grant to John Brandelinge clerk the 
office mastership or keepership of the free chapel of S. Thomas 
the Martyr next the bridge of Tyne in the collation nomination 
and gift of the said mayor and commonalty as the true patrons 
thereof; to have hold and exercise during his natural life with the 
mansion master’s chamber and garden belonging to and adjoining 
the chapel. The grantors to repair and maintain at their own 
cost the said chapel mansion chamber and garden with the walls 
roofs ornaments books vestments and chalices. The grantee or 
his sufficient deputy to celebrate or cause to be celebrated daily 
matins vespers and other canonical hours, for which office and 
service the grantors shall give to the grantee £9 yearly to be 
received as his salary and stipend at the feasts of Martinmas and 
Pentecost by equal portions at the hands of the Stewards or 
collectors of the farms of the lands and tenements belonging to the 
chapel and the bridge. Power reserved to the grantee, in the 
event of non-payment of his salary, to re-enter (.sic) on the lands 
of the chapel and bridge and on the lands called Briglandes and 
Wodmanlandes and to hold and enjoy the same during his natural 
life, and to convert the same to the use of himself and of the 
chapel. The grantee at his own free will may for six years after 
the date of the grant remain at any university. Warranty. 
Given in the ‘ guyldehall ’ of the town. (Newcastle Corporation). 

215. —4 August, 32 Hen. VIII (1540). Indenture of demise to fee 
farm by John Brandeling, clerk, master or keeper of the Chapel 
of S. Thomas on the bridge of the town of Newcastle, with the 
consent of Henry Anderson mayor, John Hylton sheriff, and the 
aldermen and commonalty of the town, to Thomas Patenson, of 
a house and garden outside the gate of the street called Pilgram- 
strete gate, between the ditches (fossas) called ‘ lez Kings Diches ’ 
and the walls of the town on the west and the King’s street 
(regiam stratam) there on the east, and the said walls on the south, 
and the tenement and garden which John Dawton husbandman 
then held in fee farm on the north, which tenement thereby 
granted was formerly in the tenure of Edward Patenson, collier 
(carbonarii) and Isabella his wife and then of William Bryce, 
tiler (tegularii), and the garden was situate on the west of the 
house; to hold to the grantee and his heirs and assigns for ever

Demise to fee farm by Alice 
daughter of Richard Stayard in widowhood, to dame Sibilla, 
daughter of Thomas de Carliolo, her heirs or assigns, of the 
messuage which her father Richard Stayard gave to her, in 
Sinedegate, between land formerly of Thomas Daubur and land 
formerly of William de Herington, rendering therefor yearly to 
Alice 1 d at the feast of the Purification, and to the King the 
farm due. For this demise Sibilla has given to the grantor 
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‘ premanibus ’ three and a half marks in her great need. Sealed 
with the common seal of Newcastle and the seal of the grantor. 
Done in the court of Newcastle in the presence of Henry de 
Carliolo, mayor, Adam de Blakeden, Nicholas Wandesford, John 
Wydelard, Thomas de Carliolo, bailiffs. (P. fasc. 13, n. 1). 

Sinedegate, otherwise Senedgate, Cynidgate, &c., and later Sidegate or 
Sidgate, is now Percy Street. The late It. 0. Heslop was of opinion that 
the name might be derived from the verb ‘ to sind ’ meaning to rinse or 
wash, and that Sinedgate was the way to the washing place or washing 
wells. If this be so it is possible that the washing place which gave the 
name to the street was the Sevenhed Wells (Cal. Pat. 1340-43, p. 351) or 
Seyvenwelhevedys (Cal. Pat., 1348-50, p. 214). There was a Synedegate 
at Stanley, co. Durham, early in the thirteenth century (Brit. Mus., 
Wolley Charters, v, no. 2). Synodgate (1330) and Sidgate (1517) occur 
in Corbridge (N.C.H., x, pp. 101, 435, 446). The derivation suggested 
by Brand (i, p. 423) cannot be accepted. 


219. —Between 1253 and 1258. Covenant between (convenit 
inter) Sybilla, late the wife of John de Pampeden and William le 
Sklater of Newcastle whereby Sibilla demised to fee farm to

The grant by Nicholas son of Reginald and his wife to Hugh de 
Pampeden and John le Norays (nos. 221, 222) appears to have been the 
occasion of proceedings by Robert de Merchingley and Hawys his wife 
against Hugh, both in the King’s Court by assize of novel disseisin, and 
in the town court. The assize of novel disseisin was abandoned in June, 
1269 ( Northumberland Ass. R., p. 209), and the action in the local court 
was terminated by deeds nos. 223 and 224 probably at the same time. 
The wording of no. 224 seems to indicate that Merchingley and his wife 
claimed a right of pre-emption ( retrait lignager) because the latter 
was sister and next of kin to Nicholas. 

The connection of the family of de Merchingley with the borough 
only lasted for about half a century. Shortly before the middle of the 
thirteenth century Thomas de Merchingley occurs as a bailiff and a 
witness to several deeds. His son William conveyed land near the 
Lortburn to Alan Woodman in 1269 or 1270 ( Brumell Charters , no. 6; 
Arch. Ael.y 2 ser. xxiv, p. 116, where the date is given as 1274). Robert 
de Merchingley above mentioned was probably another son of Thomas. 
The only other member of the family of whom there is any record is 
Hugh, who was bailiff six times between 1272 and 1280, and was one of 
the e legales burgenses ’ of the town at the eyre of 1279 ( Northumberland 
Ass. j ft., p. 399). On 26 May, 1280, the king renewed for a third period 
the grant of murage to the bailiffs and good men of the town, but 
Hugh de Merchingley, being then at Westminster on the town’s business, 
secured a revocation of the grant, and a demise of the murage tolls to 
himself and Geoffrey de Catefeld for seven years, paying £60 a year to 
the sheriff for repair of the castle, and a like sum to the mayor and 
burgesses for the building of the wall. The commonalty of the town, on 
hearing of this farming of the murage, removed Merchingley from his 
office as bailiff and obtained a cancellation of his grant. Thereupon he 
represented to the king that, the grant being for the king’s profit, the 
commonalty were guilty of contempt in so removing him, and the king 
ordered that he should be restored to the position of collector of the 
murage. The commonalty said that they did not remove him from his 
bailiwick in contempt of the king, or because he procured murage 
against them, but because he was sent to the king’s court to do their 
business and did his own business. Nothing further is recorded of the 
dispute, but thenceforth the name of Merchingley never again occurs in 
the annals of the town. (Cal. Pat., 1272-81, pp. 373-5, 388; Cal. Inq. 
Misc., i, p. 366). 

Brand refers twice to the removal from office of Hugh de Merchingley 
(i, p. 3; ii, p. 143) in each instance giving incorrect dates. The entry 
in the Aubone MS. Which he cites is dated 9 Edw. I.

‘ Pomerium 1 may mean (i) an orchard or (ii) a lane or space behind 
the walls (ponemurum). The pomerium behind the town walls of 
Newcastle still remains at the West Walls, and Pink Lane is the 
pomerium of a portion of the Wall which has disappeared ( cf. the 
extensive remains of the pomerium at Bristol, and the street at South¬ 
ampton called ‘Back of the Walls’). When Adam de Colwell, priest, 
obtained licence in 1330 to grant land to the Austin friars of Newcastle 
adjoining their house, for the enlargement of the same, a condition was 
imposed that sufficient space should be left between the house and the 
town wall to allow the mayor and commonalty to ride for the custody 
and defence of the town as elsewhere within the wall (Cal. Pat., 1330-34, 
p. 3). 

It is probable that the pomerium referred to in deed no. 250 is Pink 
Lane. University College owned an interest in land in Westgate, opposite 
to the County Court, until near the end of the nineteenth century.

in the writ was seised in his demesne as of fee on the day he died, 
of five messuages in the said town and of 4 1 8s 2 d free rent issuing 
out of divers tenements in the said town, the messuages being held 
of the king in free burgage, and the rents being held of no man; 
that the said John Belasys by indenture dated 1 April, 7 Hen. V.

Alice, wife of Itichard Bainbridge was, as appears from No. 311, the 
daughter and heir of John Bodes. This confirms the statement of 
Surtees (i, p. 101) though at variance with the visitation pedigree.

John Brandling, sheriff and mayor of Newcastle, appears to he the first 
of that family who was connected with Newcastle. His son Sir Robert 
Brandling married Anne Place of Halnaby whose family had interests 
in Newcastle in the 15th century (nos. 30, note; 118, note; 296; Visita¬ 
tions of the North, 122 Sur. Soc. pp. 161-3; Surtees, Durham ii, p. 90).

We have records of two persons of the name of Adam ‘ clericus/ other¬ 
wise Adam de Novo Castro. The earlier of the two was probably clerk 
of the town court in succession to Mauger (Malgerus clericus). He 
witnessed, among other deeds, no. 94 (c. 1220-30), a deed dated 25 


February 1245 (N.C.H. vii, p, 332) and another of about the same date 
(Brit. Alus. Add. Ch. 20529). He was bailiff in mayoral years of Peter 
Scot and Henry de Karliolo, and with Laurence the priest, was a keeper 
of the Bridge for a period between 1250 and 1259. There are references 
in the Newminster Chartulary to his ownership of land in Milburn and 
Higham; he also owned l;vnd at Stickley (Ancient Deeds, B 4013-4717, 
4628, 4631, 8267). About the year 1259 he was succeeded by his son-in- 
law Bartholomew the clerk, son of Edmund de Pampeden, who had 
married Adam’s daughter Dionisia. The deed B 4617 above cited is a 
grant by Adam witnessed by Nicholas Scot as mayor and by 
Bartholomew. 

Bartholomew was succeeded by his son Adam ‘ clericus ’ who in 1296 
was assessed for subsidy at Apperley (P.K.O. Lay Subsidies, 158/1). 

326. —1292-94. Grant by Henry, son and heir of the late Ralph 
Schepe of Newcastle, to John, called Syre, of Jarrow, and Alice 
his wife, and their heirs, of land in Newcastle on the Castle 
heugh (hogam Castelli) between the heugh path (via hoge) and the 
stream towards the west, and between land of Adam Jargon and 
land of Hugh de Felton, rendering to the chief lords of the fee 
the farm due and to the grantor a root of ginger at Christmas.

Letters of Attorney by 
John Etwater, burgess of Newcastle, to Thomas de Tindale of 
Newcastle, to deliver seisin to Walran de Lomley, burgess of 
Newcastle, of a messuage in Newcastle in ‘ le clos,’ between a 
messuage of the said Walran and a common grip (commune 
grippum). Jarrow. (M.C. 6611) 

Walran de Lumley, merchant and burgess of Newcastle, was bailiff 
and mayor of Newcastle (see Appendix), bailiff of Gateshead in 1349 
and later ( Feod. Pri. Dun., p. 8; All Saints deeds no. 6, in Brand MSS., 
viii), and collector of murage in Newcastle in 1322 and 1341 (Cal. Pat. 
1321-24, p. 114; 1340-43, p. 271). In 1338 when king Edward III. dele¬ 
gated to the local authorities the appointment of customs officers, the 
commonalty, by virtue of a writ dated 24 October, elected as collectors 
of customs Walran de Lumley and Hugh de Hecham, with John de 
Frismarisco as controller (P.R.O. Ancient Correspondence, xxxix, 52; 
Cal. Fine 1337-47, p. 105, and see Brit. Mus. Egerton Charters, 563). He 
appears to have been a younger son of Henry, son of Peter de Lumley, 
son of Gilbert Russell de Lumley (Brit. Mus. Harl. MS., 1985, fos. 269- 
271, 273, 281; Surtees, Durham, ii, p. 165), though this does not agree 
with the pedigree given by Surtees at p. 162. In 1339 he settled his lands 
in Penshaw in tail general on his son Thomas and his heirs, remainder 
successively to his son Robert and his daughters Johanna and Agnes 
and their heirs, with remainder over (Brit. Mus. Harl. MS., 1985, fo. 
279). In 1334 the prior of Durham paid to him and Hugh Haukyn £27 
for sixteen dolei of wine (Dur. Treas. M.C., 4109a). In 1342 he had 
pardons for shipping wool without payment of custom, and for assisting 
the Scots with armour and victuals (Cal. Pat. 1340-43, pp. 528, 533; Dur. 
Treas. M.C., 5498). He was living in 1358 (Cal. Close, 1354-60, p. 535). 

There are two assurances of land in the Close to Walran de Lumley 
in the Public Reference Library of Newcastle (Greenwell deeds, D 115 
and B 39). The first is a grant by Norman de Bidvk and Katherine his 
wife, of which a portion is printed in Coll. Top. et Gen. iv, p. 88, among 
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transcripts of deeds in the Durham Treasury. The original bears no 
mark to identify it as a Durham deed, nor has any reference to it been 
traced in the Repertorium Magnum of the Treasury. The other deed 
is a grant by Robert Bertram printed in Hodgson (II, ii, p. 128). 

331. —3 January, 1319. Grant by Henry de Oggle, son and heir 
of William Oggle, formerly burgess of Newcastle, to Gilbert 
Oggle, burgess of Newcastle brother of grantor, of all his lands in 
Newcastle.

William de Ogle father of the grantor was several times a bailiff of 
the town between 1292 and 1306. He was a collector of murage tolls in 
1311 (Cal. Pat., 1307-13, p. 361). Gilbert Ogle the grantee married Alice 
daughter of Nicholas Wyght, and their son John brought an action 
against Eda (Idonia) widow of John Cragg who afterwards married 
William Sire, relating to a messuage which John Ogle alleged had been 
given by his grandfather William to his father Gilbert in frankmarriage 
with Alice. (Proc. Soc. Antiq. Newc., 3 ser. i, p. 115). In 1319 Gilbert 
Ogle owned a house in the street leading from Cale Cross to All Saints 
Church. (All Saints Deeds no. 7 in Brand MS., viii.)

Grant by John son of John Scot, to William, son of John Sire of 
Jarrow, dwelling in the town of Gateshead, of the same premises, 
then said to be bounded by land late of Hugh de Felton 
‘ cementarius ’ and land of Isolda Scot, sister of the grantor.

William Sire, described variously as of Gateshead, of Pipewellgate, 
and burgess of Newcastle, was a son of John Sire of Jarrow and Alice 
his wife (No. 326). William Sire appears to have been a kinsman of 
John Fossour, Prior of Durham, for part of Sire’s lands came to John 
de Bishopdale who married Katherine Fossour (4. 3. Spec. 25). In 1358 
Prior Fossour founded a chantry of the Trinity in the church of Durham, 
at the altars of SS. Nicholas and Giles, for the souls of his father and 
mother William and Margaret, whose tombstone is in Thockrington 
churchyard (N.C.H., iv., p. 394) and for the soul of William Sire (Brit. 
Mus. Stowe MS., 930, fo. 137). 

William Sire married Idonia or Eda, widow of John Cragg. Her first 
husband died soon after he had made his will, which is dated 26 June, 
1341, by which after directing that he should be buried within the new 
chancel of All Saints Church he devised the house in which he dwelt to 
his wife Idonia for life and afterwards to his son William, and a house 
in Pilgrim Street to his wife for life with remainder to his son Hugh. 
Other property in Pilgrim Street is dealt with (2. 3. Spec. 24). This will 
is referred to by Bourne (p. 198) who assigns it to the year 1349. 

In 1347 Sire was summoned to attend the king’s Council in London to 
treat with the magnates about the war with France (Cal. Close, 1346-49, 
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p. 379). On 3 August, 1348, Thomas Fournays contracted with Sire for 
the erection of a staith at Gateshead (Dur. Treas. Cart., i, fo. 222; 
Surtees Durham, ii, p. 115 and Welford i, p. 244, who give the date as 
1408). 

A will of William Sire dated 28 May, 1349, is enrolled in Cart., i, fo. 
225 in the Durham Treasury. A later will dated 29 May, 1353, is also in 
the Treasury (4. 3. Spec. 3; Feod. Pri. Dun., p. 5). From the former of 
these it appears that he had two sons named William, the younger of 
whom was his heir, and a daughter named Alice. He was dead by 1355 
(Feod. Pri. Dun., p. 8). 

There are many deeds relating to the lands of the Sire family in 
Gateshead and Bebburn in the Durham Treasury, 2. 3. and 4. 3. 
Specialium, several of which are printed in Surtees and in Feod. Pri. 
Dun.

He is mentioned several times in the Close 
Rolls as a wool merchant. In 1315 he acquired land in Briscoe in the 
township of Cotherstone ( Proc. Soc. Antiq. Newc., 3 ser., vii, p. 86), and 
land in Corbridge in 1323 ( N.C.H ., x, p. 438). In 1318 and 1327 he had 
licence to alienate land and rent in Newcastle to a priest at the chantry 
of S. Katherine in S. Nicholas for the soul of Idonia his wife. (Cal. Pat., 
1317-21, p. 235; 1327-30, p. 109, see no 86 note). Some deeds relating to 
the chantry of S. Katherine were formerly in S. Nicholas church but are 
now lost. A note referring to two of these occurs in a copy of Choro¬ 
graphia (p. 7) formerly belonging to John Clayton and now in the 
collection of the late' Dr. William Hardcastle.

russet; the residue of his goods to be at the disposition of his 
executors, Matilda his wife, John Cok and William de Dunelmo.

Nicholas Coke was probably of the same family as Robert Cocus or 
‘ le Keu ’ of Pilgrim Street, burgess of Newcastle, who with his son 
Thomas occurs several times in the Newininster Chartulary as owner of 
land in Stannington. He had land also at Blagdon (Hodgson, II, ii, p. 
346). 

Wallis in his History of Northumberland (ii, p. 355) treats Nicholas 
Coke’s gift to the bridge of Warthewyk (Warwick, co. Cumberland) as a 
gift to Warkworth Bridge by John Coke, probably on the authority of 
Bourne, p. 203, who gives ‘Warkwith’ for ‘Warthewyk.’ The error is 
repeated by subsequent writers, e.g., Welford, i, p. 194; N.C.H., v, p. 
142. 

A later Nicholas Coke of Newcastle was keeper of the Bishop’s coal in 
Gateshead and Whickham c. 1372 (32 D.K.B., appx., i, p. 269), had 
pardon for breach of forest laws in Weardale c. 1380 (ib.), and was 
collector of pontage in Newcastle in 1394 and 1395 (Cal. Pat., 1391-96, pp. 
387, 552). 

363. —Morrow of the Circumcision 1369 (2 January, 1370). Letters 
testimonial (in French) of Robert de Angerton mayor and Stephen 
Whitgray, sheriff, testifying that on that day John Cok and 
William de Duresme, executors of Nicholas Cok, late burgess of the 
town, sold and delivered to William de Bishopdal burgess of the 
same town all the moneys goods and chattels personal and real 
(les deniers biens et chateux moblez et nyentmoblez) in their hands 
or in the hands of others, of the goods of the said Nicholas, except

Cokestoleboothes (cooks’ stell booths, i.e., fixed booths) were situated 
in the Market street, now Newgate Street, on the east side. Brand gives 
a reference to land opposite ' les Coksour Bothes ’ in the vicus fori in 
1355 (i, p. 13). At the inquisition on the death of Alice widow of 
Nicholas Sabram in 1399 it was found that she owned two shops in the 
Cukstelbothes ( Inq. p.m., 22 Hic. II, no. 40). 

367. -—2 February, 1398. Will of William de Byschopdale, 
burgess of Newcastle upon Tyne, ‘ languens in extremis,’ whereby 
after commending his soul to Almighty God, and directing his 
body to be buried in the church of the Friars Minor of the town, 
he bequeathed to his wife Elizabeth a bed upholstered with tapestry 
(unum lectum couchide de Tapiterwark), to Robert de Swynhowe a 
silver sword; to William de Swynhowe a doublet of felt; to Robert 
Buthe a silken doublet; to Johanna and Margaret his daughters a 
pair of silver Beedes each, and a dozen silver spoons; to John 
Mounford a silver girdle; to Thomas Mounford a silvered poniard 
(baslardum); to Elizabeth Mounford a dozen silver spoons; to the 
church of Bolton-on-Swale a ‘ Jak ’ of silver silken cloth; to John 
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Barbour a cloak furred with calaber (calebr’); to William Dees 
his servant a silvered poniard with a black hilt (manibrium) 
together with 13s 4 d rent for life from his lands in Richmondshire, 
viz., from a small tenement in Northallerton 5s and from all his 
lands in Maundby and Kirkebvwisk 8s 6 d; to Cok Cuke his 
servant a tenement in Newcastle on the east of the highway going 
towards Newgate (ex orientali parte alte vie ambulando versus le 
Newyate) for life, rendering yearly to testator’s assigns 16<i ; to 
Elizabeth his wife a dozen of his best silver spoons, and for her 
life, the tenement in which he dwelt. He willed that all his lands 
and tenements in Newcastle, and all reversions, viz., of the 
tenement which gave to Cok Cuke and of the rent which he gave 
to William Dees and of the house which he gave to his wife, and 
all his lands in the City of Durham, the town of Northallerton 
and in other towns and places in Richmondshire, should remain 
to his daughters Johanna and Margaret and the heirs of their 
bodies, remainder to Isabella his sister for life, remainder to 
John de Pykbourne, son of Isabella, and the heirs of his body, 
remainder to Richard de Pykbourne, son of Isabella and brother of 
John, and his heirs for ever, so nevertheless that the said lands 
tenements and reversions should never come to Thomas de Pyk¬ 
bourne the eldest son of Isabella so long as any younger son of 
hers, or an heir of any such son should be living. He directed that 
£20 which he owed to Robert de Wycliff should be paid. He 
bequeathed to the Friars of the order of the Minorites of New¬ 
castle a felt jacket. He appointed his wife Elizabeth, Gilbert 
de Elvett, Henry de Byngfeld and Thomas Dees to be his executors. 
Witnesses, sir Thomas de Lavendall, priest, Nicholas de Parke, 
William Dees. 

Proved in the Church of S. Nicholas of Newcastle, 3 January, 
1402. (1. 1. Spec. 64j Arch. Ael. 1 ser. iii. p. 78) 

William de Bishopdale, whose surname is derived from Bishopdale 
near Askrigg in the North Riding, was a son of Thomas de Bishopdale. 
He was a bailiff of the town in 1377, mayor several times between 1379 and 
1392, and represented the town in Parliament five times between 1378 
and 1391. In 1378 he was appointed deputy chief butler in the port of 
Newcastle (Cal. Pat., 1377-81, p. 282) and subsequently held other public 
appointments in the town, such as controller of customs and collector of 
the subsidy on wine (Cal. Pat., passim). In 1387 he obtained a licence, 
with John de Bulkham and Robert Oliver, to equip a balinger of war for 
destroying the king’s enemies of France and Scotland, with power to take 
what they could from the enemy without rendering account (Cal. Pat., 
1385-89, p. 342). In 1391 there was a grant to him as mayor, and to 
subsequent mayors, to have a sword borne before them, which sword the 
king agreed to give him (Cal. Pat., 1388-92, p. 378; Welford, i, p. 212). 
The sword given by king Richard has disappeared, and the older of the 
two state swords now owned by the Lord Mayors of Newcastle for the 
period of their office dates from about 1460 (Proc. Soc. Antiq. Lond., 
2 ser., xiii, p. 350). 

About October, 1391, William de Bishopdale, then mayor, married 
Agnes, widow of John de Heselrig, daughter and co-heir of Thomas 
Graper, and with her had a grant from Peter Graper her uncle of the 
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manor of Swarland and lands in Sidgate and Castle Field in Newcastle, 
and in Jesmond and Elswick. The limitations contained in this grant 
are not known, but after the death of Agnes in 1392 or 1393, Bishopdale 
had an assurance of an annual rent of <£20 out of her lands in Northum¬ 
berland ( Lansdowne MSS., vol. 326, fos. 107, 110). The name of his 
second wife was Elizabeth. 

His brother John de Bishopdale, burgess of Newcastle, married 
Katherine Fossour a relative of John Fossour prior of Durham, and, 
apparently of the Sires of Jarrow and Pipewellgate (No. 332 note). There 
are numerous deeds in the Durham Treasury relating to the Sire lands in 
Pipewellgate, Whickham and Hebburn which formed the subject of grants 
by William Sire, and his successors in title, to the Priory of Durham 
( Feod. Pri. Dun., pp. 4, 5, 12; 32 D.K.R., appx. iii, p. 275). Some of 
Sire’s lands were later in the possession of John de Bishopdale and his 
wife (4. 3. Spec. 13, 25; 2. 3. Spec. 9, printed in Bourne, p. 203). John 
de Bishopdale by his will (undated) proved on 30 August, 1380, gave to 
the Prior and Convent the reversion of his tenements in Pipewellgate of 
Gateshead formerly of William Sire, and one hailing of Arras work (unam 
aulam de opere de arrays) (4.

Bishopdale. The action was compromised and William de Bishopdale 
quitclaimed his interest to the defendants (Dur. Treas., Cart, ii, fo. 74) 
who in 1388 obtained licence to convey the lands to the Prior (32 D.K.R., 
appx. iii, p. 314). 

On 21 January, 1378, William de Bishopdale acquired from Sir Robert 
Charlys, lord of Clyf, land in Maunby-on-Swale, Kirkby Wiske and 
Newsham, in ltichmondshire (Cal. Close, 1377-81, p. 226).

Richard Cliderhowe (Clitherhoe), owner of land in Newcastle and in 
co. Lincoln, was in 1401 appointed controller of the wine subsidy in the 
ports between Berwick and Scarborough, and in the following year he 
was deputy butler and commissioner as to concealed customs in New¬ 
castle (Cal. Pat., 1399-1401, p. 467; 1401-05, pp. 119, 198). He was 
Escheator for Northumberland 1403-1405. In 1403 he was living in his 
house in Pilgrim Street (No. 372), but had ceased to do so in 1422 (No. 
376). He was dead by 1431 when his widow under the name of Margery 
de Longforth made a grant at Chesterfield to Hugh Cliderhowe of Hull 
(Nos. 378, 379, 380). Henry Cliderhowe, brother of Richard, and John 
Lascy another relative, granted the house in Pilgrim Street to Hugh in 
1432 (No. 381), who in the same year conveyed it to his son Robert and 
others (No. 382). 

Richard was probably the same person as the Richard Cliderhowe who 
with his wife Elizabeth, daughter of William Swinhoe, was plaintiff in 
an action in 1399 concerning a house in the Bigg Market in Newcastle 
(Arch. Ael., 3 ser. vi, p. 66; 2 ser. i, pp. 29, 30). Richard Cliderhowe of 
Newcastle was not however the same person as Richard son of Richard 
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Cliderhowe of Godstone in Kent who married a daughter of Sir John 
Oldcastle, and was Sheriff of Kent in 1403 and 1418 (see Clutterbuck, 
Hertford, iii, p. 121). Both men held offices under the government, and 
it is often difficult to distinguish between them. (Wylie, Henry l V, ii, 
p. 422; Henry V, i, p. 278). 

There, is preserved at the Bodleian Library an early version of the 
New Testament according to Wyclilfe, containing the following inscrip¬ 
tion :—Iste liber constat fratri Johanni Lacy ordinis praedicatorum, 
reclus. Novi Castri super Tynam (Rawlinson MSS., C. 258).

The only other forester’s 
serieanty known in Northumberland was that of Ralph son of Main, 
which was converted into tenure by knight service by king John (Book 
of Fees, i, p. 203). 

The service of coroner attached to the serjeanty is variously described 
—in 1198 is was ‘ breviandi placita corone versus vicecomitem et faciendi 
summonitiones ’ ( Book of Fees, i, p. 5), in 1212 ‘ ut custodiret placita

corone’ ( ib., p. 204) and 'custodia coronarie’ ( Excerpta e Rot. Fin., i, 
p. 67), in 1221 ‘ ut una cum vicecomite nostro Northumbrie exequaris ea 
omnia tamquam coronator que ad bailliam illam pertinent ’ ( Rot . Litt. 
Claus., i, p. 445), in 1236 * custodia coronarie Regis et officium corona¬ 
torum ’ ( Cal . Close, 1234-37, p. 227) and in the same year ' pro corona 
domini Kegis custodienda infra comitatum Northumbrie ’ ( Book of Fees, 

i, p. 598) and in 1253 ‘ ut esset coronator Regis ’ ( Excerpta e Rot. Fin., 

ii, p. 153). Unfortunately no description has been found of the services 
prior to the eyre of 1194 (see 9 Selden Soc., p. xiv ff), though when king 
John in 1200 confirmed a grant of the serjeanty made by Richard I in 
1191 (as hereafter mentioned) the services were said to be those which 
Guy Tisun and Gostrint’ fil’ Gumer’ used to render to the king’s ancestors, 
as the charter of king Richard his brother testified. 

The name Gostrint’ fil’ Gumer’ is given in 1210 as Cosquic’ fil’ Gunnor’ 
(Rot. Cart., p. 190) and in 1269 as Constancia filia Guneri ( Northumber¬ 
land Ass. R., p. 187). All three renderings are probably corruptions of 
‘ Gospatricius filius Gumeri ’ who appears to have been Tisun’s prede¬ 
cessor. It is interesting to note (though identity cannot be established) 
that Gumer was the name of one of the officers of earl Robert de Mowbray 
who were sent in 1085 to expel the monk Turchil from Tynemouth 
( Scriptores Tres., p. ccccxxv). The names Gumer and Gospatric at least 
suggest that the lands, after the Conquest and until Tisun came into 
possession, were in the hands of Englishmen, probably thegns whose 
thognage holding was converted into serjeanty (see Vinogradoff, English 
Society in the eleventh century, pp. 66, 404; Round, The King’s Serjeants, 
p. 13). 

Some details of Guy Tisun’s duties as coroner are recorded on the Pipe 
Rolls. In 1165 he accounted to the sheriff of Northumberland for the 
chattels of a fugitive (8 Pipe Roll Soc., p. 30) and other similar entries 
occur between that date and 1177. In 1169 he rendered account of 
£48 10s. 2d. of the chattels of fugitives of Northumberland ‘ per verum 
dictum ejusdem Guidonis ’ and had allowance for moneys paid to Philip 
the sheriff’s clerk and for fourteen shillings for a chain for keeping 
prisoners in custody (13 Pipe Rolls Soc., p. 132). 

Tisun probably died in 1176 as the Sheriff accounted at Michaelmas 
1177 for £5 0s. 8d. for the farm of Matfen and Nafferton for that year 
and for 18s the remainder of the farm for the preceding year (26 Pipe 
Roll Soc., p. 84), though the position of this entry at the end of the roll 
suggests that the lands may have escheated because Tisun had been in 
the hands of usurers (see Dialogus de Scaccario, ii, 10). The payment 
in subsequent years is called an 'exitus’ and not a farm. For informa¬ 
tion regarding Guy Tisun, see Arch Ael., 2 ser. iii, p. 132; N.C.H., v, 
p. 417. 

The king retained the serjeanty until 1191, when it was granted to 
Sewal son of Henry by Richard I (Mag. Rot. Pipce, col. 50). It seems 
probable that this grant was not confirmed by Richard I after the change 
of his seal in 1198, as Sewal obtained a confirmation from king John by 
charter dated 21 October, 1200, at the cost of one hundred marks (Rot. 
Cart., p. 76; Mag. Rot. Pipce, cols. 73, 76, 80). 

At the Great Carucage in 1198, Sewal’s serjeanty was returned as 
including ' domus illa quam tenet in Novo Castello ’ said to be worth 
four marks yearly (Book of Fees, n, p. 5). 

The serjeanty remained in the hands of Sewal until 1210, when it was 
granted to Philip de Ulcotes (Rot. Cart., p. 190; Mag. Rot. Pipce, col. 
106) son of Gerard de Stirap, who married a sister in law of Sewal 
(Rot. de Ohl. et Fin., pp. 8, 39b Biographies of Philip de Ulcotes are 
given in Raine, History of Blyth. v. 161 ff. (with pedigree), Foss, Lives 
of the Judges and Diet. Nat. Biog. He was appointed seneschal of 
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Poitou and Gascony on 16 September, 1220, on the resignation of Geoffrey 
de Nevill (Cal. Pat., 1216-25, pp. 249-253). He was dead by 30 October, 
1220 ( ib ., p. 269, and see Excerpta e Rot. Fin., i, p. 56; Rot. Litt. Claus., 
i, p. 473), and apparently did not live to assume the duties of seneschal 
(Cal. Pat., 1216-25, p. 275). On 22 January, 1221, Oliver de Albini had 
royal licence to marry Philip’s widow, then residing in the castle of 
Newcastle (ib., p. 280), and on 28 April his lands and rents in Newcastle 
were given into the custody of the sheriff of Northumberland (ib., p. 
287). He left no children, and his lands were divided between his five 
sisters, Alice, Margaret, Juliana, Isabella or Elizabeth and Constance. 

In the inquisition ‘ de valettis et puellis ’ made in 1227 it was returned 
that all the sisters were married before Philip’s death. (Book of Fees, 
i, p. 371). If this be correct Alice was a widow by that date. The name 
of her husband is not known. She was known as Alice de Stirap and 
Alice de Ulcotes. Margery’s husband was Hamelin de Bugthorp, Juliana’s 
husband was Alfred de Barneby, Elizabeth or Isabella married Thomas 
de Stretton and Constance married Daniel son of Nicholas of Newcastle. 

After fining, for eighty marks, for having seisin, Alice de Ulcotes, 
and Margaret, Juliana and Isabella and their husbands, appointed 
Daniel and Constance to perform the duties of coroner and forester, and 
this arrangement was approved by the king on 6 July, 1221 (Excerpta e 
Rot. Fin., i, p. 67). Prior to this the king had appointed one Richard 
de Nafferton to be coroner and forester (Rot. Litt. Claus., i, p. 445). 
On the subject of partibility of serjeanty lands and the tenure of ser- 
jeanties by ladies, see Round, The King's Serjeants, pp. 37 ff; Peerage 
and Pedigree, i, p. 147; The Ancestor, i, p. 252. Soon after they had 
inherited their brother’s estate Alice de Ulcotes and her four sisters 
with their husbands, by the deeds here calendared (Nos. 396-400), con¬ 
veyed the houses in Newcastle to the Prior and Convent of Durham, in 
satisfaction of a debt of £100 which Ulcotes owned to the Convent. 

Prior Ralph granted either the whole of the property or a part only 
(the grant refers only to one house) to Alan Gategang at a rent of two 
marks (No. 401), and assigned the rent to the Communarium of Durham 
for the purpose of providing feasts for the Convent and for poor people 
( Instituta Priorum, 9 Sur. Sac., appx. p. xlv); deeds of the Ulcotes 
heiresses are accordingly enrolled in the Registrum Communarii of the 
Convent (fos. 16b, 17, 17b). A description of a feast in the Common 
House of the Convent (not to be confused with the lavish ‘ ludi Prioris ’) 
is given in Rites of Durham, 15 Sur. Soc. at p. 75. “ Ther banquett 

was of figs and reysinges, aile and caikes, and thereof no superflwitie or 
excesse, but a scholasticall and moderat congratulacion amonges them¬ 
selves.” 

The Inquisition on Serjeanties, the result of which appears on the 
Pipe Rolls for 1250, revealed the fact that considerable portions of the 
serjeanty lands in addition to the houses in Newcastle had been alienated, 
and in the arrentation which ensued the serjeanty tenure of Matfen and 
Nafferton was abolished, the descendants of Ulcotes compounded for 
breaches of the conditions of tenure, and continued to hold their land 
partly by varying amounts of knight service and partly by money pay¬ 
ments. Other holders of lands in the serjeanty compounded by money 
rent, and the Prior and convent submitted to the imposition of a yearly 
rent of one mark, and their tenant, then Henry Gategang, to a rent of 
the same amount (Mag. Rot. Pipes, col. 221). For a time after these 
alterations had been made doubts appear to have arisen as to their 
effect upon the tenure (Northumberland Ass. R., pp. 186, 187; Excerpta 
e Rot. Fin., ii, pp. 153, 233). 

At the time of the inquisition Prior Bertram wrote a letter to Richard 
de Crepping asking him to assist in the safeguarding of the rights of the 
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Priory in the houses in Newcastle held by Henry de Gategang ( Feod. 
Pri. Dun., p. 2). 

By the year 1311 the land had passed into the hands of Nicholas, son 
and heir of John Scott, who in that year conveyed the same to John, 
son of William Poy by a deed (No. 402) the only evidence of which is a 
somewhat careless copy contained in a ‘ compilatio * of Prior Wessington 
entitled * Quod injusta sit subtraccio unius marce per Majorem et 
Ballivos ville Novi Castri de Elemosina Regis concessa monachis apud 
Farneland * (M.C. 5631; 1. 1. Spec. 115; 9 Sur. Soc., appx. p. cclxx). 

The rent of two marks is mentioned in the feodary of the Priory dated 
1430 where it is stated that the heirs of Alan Gategang, Nicholas Scott, 
John Scot, John son of William Poy, and William Goldesburgh, hold in 
free socage of the Prior of Durham one tenement late of Philip Ulcotes 
on the Estraw of the Sandhill between two shops on land enclosed from 
the King’s waste as appears by charter of Prior Thomas (sic) to the said 
Alan, and they render therefor to the communarium one mark and to 
the Prior’s exchequer one mark (Feod. Pri. Dun., p. 2). The rent of one 
mark was evidently retained in the Priory exchequer to meet the rent 
service imposed at the time of the arrentation. 

There is no mention of the rent in the Inventories of the Priory 
possessions made in 1446 (9 Sur. Soc., p. cclxxxv) and 1464 (Feod. Pri. 
Dun., p. 98) nor do the sheriffs returns relating to the rent imposed in 
1250 give any assistance in tracing the subsequent devolution of the land 
or of the rent, as the name of Henry Gategang persists in the compoti 
to a late date; for example Thomas Baxter Sheriff of Newcastle in 1518 
renders account of two marks “ for the serjeanty of Henry Gategang 
and others.” Other references to similar entries in some earlier sheriffs 
returns are to be found in Wessington’s ‘ compilatio ’ above referred to 
which deals with the subject of a claim by the mayor and burgesses of 
Newcastle to retain one mark yearly from the alms granted by Edward 
III, out of the farm of the town, to Durham Priory for the monks of 
Farne Island, in satisfaction of the one mark payable by the Prior to 
the sheriff of Newcastle for the land on the Sandhill. Other records 
relating to the Farneland alms are:— Lib. cart., fo. 115; Durham 
Treasury, 1. 1. Spec., 39-44; 1. 4. Reg. 10; 1. 5. Reg. 1; 3. 5. Reg. 8, 
12, 13; M.C., 3796, 5631, 5812, 5876, 6617; Public Record Office, Assize 
Roll, 1440, m. 8; Ministers' accounts, gen. ser. 1278/4; see also Bourne, 
pp. 196, 199, 218; Cal. Close, 1343-46, p. 523.

403.—1196. Grant by Henry de Puteaco, for the souls of his 
father and mother and for the health of his own soul and that 
of his wife and their heirs, to God and S. Mary and S. Cuthbert 
and the monks of Durham, of the Monastery of Finkhale with all 
its appurtenances and with all other rents lands and possessions, 
including (inter alias) the house which William son of William 
the Moneyer and Gerard the reeve gave to him in Newcastle 
(Novum Castellum). Witnesses, Burchard archdeacon, Simon the 
chamberlain, Richard Briwerre, Master Richard de Coldingham, 
Hugh de Feritate, Ralph Ilarang, Master Angerius, Master 
Richard de Kadenaie, Robert de iKdington, Master Walter de 
Hadington, Master Nicholas the physician, Reginald Ganaunt, 
sheriff, and others named. (&r-G ; Finchale Chart., p. 23). 
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404.—1196. Grant by Henry de Puteaco, for the souls of his 
father and mother and for the health of his own soul and that 
of his wife and their heirs, to God and S. Mary and S. Cuthbert 
and S. Godric and to the monks of Durham serving God and S. 
Mary and S. Godric at Finghale, of lands including (inter alias) 
the house in Newcastle which be bought of William son of William 
the Moneyer. Wit nesses as in last deed. (3. 6. Spec., —; 
Finchale Chart., p. 22). 

From the wording of nos. 403 and 404 it may be inferred that the 
grantor’s father. Bishop Hugh (ob. 3 March, 1195) was then dead. 
Archdeacon Burchard, who witnessed both deeds, died on 6 December, 1196 
(Geoffrey of Coldingham, 9 Sur. Soc., p. 18). The deeds are undoubtedly 
foundation charters of Henry Puiset, granted in 1196 ( ib .), not while he 
was Sheriff of Northumberland as stated in an inquisition made in 1227 
(Book of Fees, i, p. 371). 

William son of Erkenbald (or Erembald) the moneyer, who from the 
early years of Henry II to 1183 had a lease from the crown of mines in 
Cumberland, and later in Northumberland also, was the owner of two 
houses in Newcastle. The mines were let for a rent far beyond their 
value, and when he ceased working them the arrears of rent amounted 
to over £2,000. Henry II is said to have taken the houses into his 
hands for a debt which Erkenbald owed to him, though no trace of this 
appears on the Pipe Rolls. William was living in 1190, when he made 
a small payment m reduction of the debt, but between that time and 
1194, while Henry Puiset was Sheriff of Northumberland, William son 
of William Erkenbald sold one of the houses to Puiset, Gerard the reeve 
of Newcastle being a party to the grant (No 403). Puiset gave the 
premises to the monks of Durham at Finchale, and his gift was con¬ 
firmed by Pope Celestine on 2 May, 1197 (Finchale Chart., p. 166). The 
Prior and Convent of Finchale are said to have sold the house to 
William son of Benedict, but they apparently retained some interest 
in it as it is mentioned among the possessions confirmed to Finchale by 
Charter of 10 May, 1253 (Cal. Chart., i, p. 432). When Richard I in 
1194 resumed the Earldom of Northumberland which he had granted to 
Bishop Puiset in 1190, his Sheriff for the first time accounts for the farm 
of the two houses for two years in the Pipe Roll for 1195. 

Although the sheriff accounted for the farm, the houses remained in 
the possession of the owners, for when Hugh Beneyt, son of William 
Benedict died, leaving two sons who were minors, he was seised of the 
same house. 

In 1226 Erkenbald’s two houses were held by Thomas son of Alan and 
William Selarius respectively, and in the following year by Thomas de 
Karliolo and Emma de Bernham, the latter of whom had the wardship 
of the heirs of Hugh Bennet until their majority (Climb. Pipe Rolls, 
introd. p. xxiv; p. 57; Book of Fees, i, p. 371; Mag. Rot. Pipoe, cols 
55, 142, 146).

In dealing with deed no. 97 the compilers of 
the old lists did not recognize that the first two names after the 
mayor are those of ex-mayors (who according to custom could 
not have resumed the office of bailiff). Accordingly the names 
of two ex-mayors and of two bailiffs are given instead of the four 
bailiffs named in the deed, and they are assigned to the years 
1269 and 1270, Nicholas Scot himself being unaccountably desig¬ 
nated (except by Bourne) as chief bailiff.
